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District Teachers Request 
Meeting With School Board 


The High School Dist 211 Education 


Association last night requested a meet- 
ing with the district's board of education 
to be held today to discuss their flve- 
month-old teachers' contract dispute. 


At Herald press tune the school board 


was meeting in closed session to discuss 
the status of the district's negotiations 
with iU teachers and had not yet re- 
sponded to the request for • new meet- 
ing 


About SO teachers attended the board 


meeting to her Association Pres. Doug 
Verdonck read a statement to the board 
asking for the meeting The Dist 211 
board and the association have been 
deadlocked on the issue of whether to 
provide guarantees on "working condi- 
tions" including teacher evaluation, class 
size, and teacher assignments in the new 
contract 


The board has offered to form com- 


mittee* with the teachers association to 
study problems on the working condi- 
tions but refuses to place any guarantees 
on them in contract language 


TUESDAY NIGHT 235 of the associ- 


ation's 380 members voted to support the 
association's position demanding that 
guarantees on working conditions be in- 
serted in the contract. At that meeting 
the teachers also agreed that they will 
not go on strike even though the contract 
dispute is not settled and school is sched- 
uled to open today. 


In reporting the teachers' action to the 


board, Verdonck said, "We think it is of 
the utmost urgency that we return to the 
bargaining table and that we remain 
there until we have settled the differ- 
ences which have divided us so far." 


Verdonck also affirmed that the teach- 


ers will return to work without a con- 
tract The last negotiations meeting be- 
tween the board and association was held 
on Aug 14 A meeting scheduled last 
Sunday was canceled by the board 


Verdonck called the board action in 


canceling last Sunday's meeting "an act 
of indifference not to mention bad faith " 
He said the association officers are will- 
ing to meet with the board today and 
over the weekend in an effort to reach 


tentative agreement on the entire con- 
tract including salaries for the coming 
school year. 


Until agreement is reached on the con- 


tract, teachers will be paid according to 
the salary schedule in effect last year 
Teachers who were in the district will 
receive a raise for the additional years 
of working experience. 


IN OTHER ACTION the board voted to 


deny a request for a one year leave of 
absence from Ron Avery. 


Avery has been head of the associ- 


ation's negotiating team since last spring 
and had requested the leave so he could 
go to work for the South Dakota Educa- 
tion Association as a professional nego- 
tiations consultant. 


Supt. Richard Kolzy recommended that 


the board deny Avery's request pointing 
out it does not fit with the board's policy 
on leaves of absence. The board's policy 
provided that leave may be granted to 
teachers for "professional study " Avery 
was a physics teacher at Palatine High 
School

Complex On 
Roselle Road 


A planned-unit development on Roselle 


Road across from Townsquare Shopping 
Center was recommended to the village 
board for approval Wednesday by the 
Schaumburg Zoning Board of Appeals. 


Applegate, developed by Alden Corp, 


Minneapolis, Minn, would consist of I 
three-story and 18 two-story buildings for 
a total of 756 dwelling units — 106 effi- 
ciency rental apartments, 378 one-bed- 
room and 278 two-bedroom 


Two swimming pools, tennis courts and 


stables will be included in the 40-acre de- 
velopment about one-quarter mile south 
of Schaumburg Road, and approval was 
given with the restrictions that the plans 
meet village engineering and Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District regulations 


Only tenants of the development will 


be able to board their horses there In 
response to a question about the legality 
of riding horses on Schaumburg streets, 
secretary Sylvia Parsons informed the 
board that the village has an ordinance 
"requiring that you carry a plastic bag 
and shovel if you ride on public streets " 


A SPECIAL-USE permit will have to 


be granted by the village board to allow 
the stables. Final plans for the devel- 
opment must be approved by the fire de- 
partment prior to issuance of building 
permits. 


Construction on the site must be ap- 


proved by the fire department prior to 
issuance of building permits. 


Construction on the site must begin one 


year from approval and must be com* 
pleted five years after that. Howard Le- 
vin attorney for the developers, said con- 
st ruction could possibly begin by 
January. 


Applegate is designed by Babbin and 


Assoc., Chicago The firm's only other 
building in the area is 600 E. Algonquin 
apartments 


Buildings win cover almost 18 per cent 


of Applegate; parking 30 per cent and 
open space S3 per cent Density of the 
development is 19 5 units per acre. 


Zoning Board Chairman Russell Park- 


er noted that the development meets all 
PUD requirements. Applegate devel- 
opers have agreed to donate $100 per unit 
to the Schaumburg cultural center and 
an additional $20,000 to the Schaumburg 
general fund. Alden Corp. has also made 
a suitable donation agreement with- 
School District 54, Parke said. 


The village board will act on the devel- 


opment at its Sept. 12 meeting.

MSD OKs Million For Sewer Work

The Metropolitan Sanitary District yes- 


terday approved a million-dollar contract 
for the construction of an interceptor 
sewer leading to the Upper Salt Creek 
Reclamation Plant. 


During the same meeting the MSD 


trustees also accepted more than *3 mil- 
lion in federal and state grants which 
will be applied to the construction costs 
of five interceptor sewers in connection 
with the reclamation plant. 


The contract was awarded to the Jay- 


Dee Construction Co., on a low bid of 
$1,015,554, for the construction of Inter- 
ceptor Sewer No. 4. 


The 4,428-foot-long sewer will run par- 


allel to 111. Rte. 53 from a point south of 
Longacres Lane north to a point 1,600 
feet south of Kirchoff Road in Rolling 
Meadows. 


The sewer will be part of a system to 


divert flow from the overloaded North 
Side Sewage Treatment Works to the 
new Salt Creek Reclamation Plant. 


State's Attorney 
Campaign Going 
'Well': Carey 


Bernard Carey, Republican candidate 


for Cook County state's attorney, said 
yesterday his campaign is "going very 
wen." 


Carey appeared at the groundbreaking 


ceremonies for the Woodfield Hockey 
Center in Schaumburg Industrial Park. 


"The polls show us (his opponent is 


Democratic incumbent Edward Hanra- 
han) neck and neck," Carey said. "In 
1970, the polls were very accurate." 


"We're a minority party in the coun- 


ty," he continued. "Hanrahan is kind of 
the Paul Bunyan of Cook County." 


Carey joked that he was not yet "big 


time" so he was not in Miami Beach this 
week for the Republican convention. 


The federal and state grants provided 


$3,364,380 for the construction of inter- 
ceptor sewer Nos. 1, 2, 4, 10 and 11. A 
federal grant, earmarked for interceptor 
sewer No. 4, was in the amount of 
$811,800. 


THE BOARD also accepted a $734,080 


grant from the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency to be applied to Upper 
Salt Creek Interceptor Sewer No. 11. 


That sewer is west of Meacham Road 


running from a point even with the Salt 
Creek plant north to Higgins Road in 
Schaumburg. 


The MSD also accepted a state grant 


to be applied to the cost of Upper Salt 
Creek Interceptor Sewer Nos. 4 and 11. 


The state contributed $369,000 toward 


the cost of Interceptor Sewer No. 4 and 
$333,700 toward the cost of Interceptor 
Sewer No. 10. That sewer runs from the 
Salt Creek Reclamation plant west and 
south to Plum Grove Road. 


Two grants from the state of Illinois 


for two other interceptor sewers leading 
to the Upper Salt Creek Reclamation 
Plant were also accepted. 


The state contributed $661,900 to the 


cost of the Upper Salt Creek Interceptor 
Sewer No. l and $453,900 to the cost of 
Upper Salt Creek Interceptor Sewer No. 
2. 


Interceptor sewer Nos. 1 and 2 run par-

Sparse attendance by park district rep- 


resentatives held up progress on area bi- 
cycle trail hookups yesterday. Five of 
the ten park districts in the informal coa- 
lition showed up to exchange maps of 
their proposed routes. 


A move to coordinate local bike trails 


began this spring. While each park dis- 
trict is responsible for planning its own 
route, the meetings are attempting to get 
the community trails to meet at munici- 
pal boundaries.

ways are barriers between communities, 
such as Buffalo Grove and Wheeling. 
Other districts in the original group are 
Palatine, Arlington Heights, Salt Creek, 
Elk Grove, Des Plaines, Mount Prospect, 
Rolling Meadows and Prospect Heights. 


Many park district trails are still on 


the drawing boards. Others, like Elk 
Grove Village, are in use.. The Palatine 
Park District has all plans set pending 
passage of an October referendum to 
fund the trail. 


The goal of the group is one .continuous 


bicycle trail throughout the Northwest 
suburbs. Some of the more grandiose 
plans call for blacktopped routes through 
Commonwealth Edison or forest preserve 
rights-of-way. Other districts are relying 
upon existing streets and parks for their 
trails. 


Edison rights-of-way may be the an- 


swer to routes in Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and other communities whose 
plans are not yet firm. A recent lease 
arrangement between the utility com- 
pany and Palatine could set a precedent 
for other park districts, Atty. Roger 
Bjorvik told representatives at the last 
meeting. 


Much of the land for Palatine's pro- 


posed trail is a 185-foot swath through 
the right-of-way. The actual trail is the 
middle 85 feet, with 50 feet on either side 
licensed to residents along the path. Up- 
keep, formerly the responsibility of Edi- 
son, goes to the park district and the 
residents. 


Bjorvik has been active in organizing 


the districts and is considering other pos- 
sible lease arrangements with the utility 
company for bicycle trails. 


With half the districts at yesterday's 


meeting, the representatives could only 
rehash their current plans. Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Arlington Heights and 
Salt Creek trails are still in their in- 
fancy, but park district workers are 
coordinating possible joining points with 
each other. 


When park representatives couldn't 


move ahead on trail plans, they turned to 
general problems of bicycle safety. 


"I know police have enough to do, but 


until people start getting stopped for of- 
fenses, the problem won't improve. You 
don't go driving down State Street at 90 
miles an hour because you know a police 
car is sitting there waiting. The same 
goes for bicyclists," Salt Creek represen- 
tative Jim DeVos said. 


Another meeting was set for Sept. 28 at 


1:30 p.m. in the Olympic Park adminis- 
trative offices, Arlington Heights. 


Recycling, Bicycling Topic 
Of Health, Safety Panel Here 


Two types of cycling came under con- 


sideration at Schaumburg's health and 
safety committee meeting Wednesday. 
Agenda items included both recycling 
and bicycling. 


Committee members agreed to ask the 


health department to investigate possi- 
bilities of obtaining a second glass bin 
for installation at the municipal recycl- 
ing center located behind the Weath- 
ersfield Fire station on Schaumburg 
Road. 


The present three compartment bin 


quickly fills up with clear glass while 
portions for colored glass remain empty 
for longer periods, said Trustee Peter 
Justen, committee chairman. 


Under the present arrangement, Justen 


believe* the center Is operating at about 
55 per cent of Its potential. 


Justen believes the recycling program 


would become more efficient and profit- 
able with a separate bin for clear glass. 
He also favors rearranging separators in 
the original bin to allow for a larger 
clear glass collection. 


The bin is being provided by Arc Dis- 


posal and separators were installed by 
village public works personnel. 


In the area of bicycling, Justen said he 


favors investigating the feasibility of es- 
tablishing bike trails in the village. 


In a recent discussion with Hoffman 


Estates Trustee Diane Jensen, Justen 
said he learned that the neighboring vil- 
lage is in the process of setting up trails. 
The project is being coordinated by,the 
Hoffman Estates Police Department. 


On committee recommendation, Justen 


will assign examination of the proposed 
project to a member of the village Clean 
Environment Committee.

Pagni, 21, of 170-A Northwest Highway, 
Des Plaines, and Victoria Pomerick, 18, 


of 895 W. Wolf, Des Plaines. They are to 
appear Tuesday in Niles Branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


Pagni also was charged by the Hoff- 


man Estates Police Department with ag- 
gravated battery, said Hoffman Estates 
Police Chief John O'Connell. 


When the agents were conducting their 


search, accompanied by a Hoffman Es- 
tates patrolman, Pagni was found at- 
tempting to dispose of additional hypo- 
dermic syringes in the toilet, said Emrik- 
son.

police chief. 


The company, charged witli criminal 


management of property after discovery 
of 73 building code violations, will give 
the men of the family about $460 to find 
other housing, O'CooneU said. 


The men plan to stay in the area in 


construction work until October 1. Five 
related families have been living in the 
farmhouse and several other buildings 
for about $200 rent per month. 


The families have lived in the area 


since last November, and the children at- 
tended school here. 


Owners of the building have assured 


the village that they will tear down the 
house and surrounding buildings early 
next week, O'Connell said. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center is

Mixed Criticism, Praise 
For Area Hospital Plan 


Members of the Northwest Cook Coun- 


ty Health Care Needs Study Committee 
offered some criticism and some praise 
to officials of Schaumburg and Rush 
-Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical Center 
yesterday concerning last month's an- 
nouncement of plans to build a major 
hospital hi Schaumburg. 


The group, which has commissioned a 


comprehensive study of the health care 
needs of the Schaumbnrg Township area, 
was meeting for the first time since 
plans for a $12 miflion hospital were an- 
nounced. 


The committee said that Rush-Presby- 


terian-St. Luke's is a highly respected in- 
stitution and that they saw the possibility 
of locating it in the area as an asset to 
the community. 


They were quick to point out, however, 


that the announcement of the plans to 
build came in the midst of a study that 
was to have determined the exact health 
care needs of the area for the next 15 
years. 


BOTH SCHAUMBURG Village Atty. 


Jack Siegel, who represented Mayor 
Robert 0. Ateher, and Roselle Mayor 
Robert Frantz said that the announce- 
ment by Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's in 


no way diminishes the importance of the 
study. 


Siegel said Schaumburg believes the 


study should continue "We feel this study 
will show the need for a number of hospi- 
tals in the community," Siegel added. 


Frantz agreed with Siegel and said 


that it was good the announcement came 
at the time it did, because these plans 
could be incorporated in the study. He 
said if the study indicated some unusual 
need the hospital could modify its plans. 


Roy E. White, assistant administrator 


for Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's, attend- 
ed the meeting, but in many cases was 
unable to answer questions regarding 
how the medical cener chose Schaum- 
burg for the location of the new hospital. 


WILLIAM SILVERMAN, director of 


the Chicago Hospital Council, was highly 
critical of Schaumburg action calling the 
negotiation with Rush-Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's an "inordinately high-handed de- 
cision." 


Dr. Sheldon Waldstein, executive direc- 


tor of the North Suburban Association for 
Health Resources, the agency that if 
coordinating the local study, said the an- 
nouncement went against the agreement 
that all parties had made to delay any 
plans until after the study is completed. 


Plan Unit Ponders Renaming Some Streets 


A renaming of selected streets in Hoff- 


man Estates is being considered by the 
village's plan commission. 


Streets with duplicate names elsewhere 


in the community, and streets where 
names change across major roads, will 
be reviewed for clarification. 


The commission asked Tech-Search, a 


company in Lake Bluff, to review street 
names in the village and recommend 
changes where confusion exists. 


R i c h a r d Regan, plan commission 


chairman, asked the commission to look 
over Tech-Search's recommendations and 
make corrections if needed. Since its in- 
ception, Regan said the plan commission 
has put all new streets in the village on 
the grid system, to tie in with the street 
system in Schaumburg. 


The intersection of Roselle and 


Schaumburg roads is numbered zero, 
with all street prefixes termed "north" 
and "south" in relation to this inter- 
section. 


Because of street duplications and con- 


fusing names, firemen, policemen, and 
visitors have difficulty locating streets in 
the village. Regan said all residents will 
be given one year notice before streets 
are renamed. 


Duplication of Hoffman Estate street 


names are now occurring in the Lancer 
Park subdivision in Schaumburg. Regan 
said "in the distant future the two vil- 
lages will merge" and such duplication 
will be confusing. He said a letter will be 
written asking Schaumburg officials to 
check to make sure new names do not 
duplicate Hoffman Estate street names.' 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the commis- 


sion recommended approval of a plat 


Soil., Water Prqblems At 
Sites Eyed For Annexing 


Major soil and water problems exist in 


park and school site locations in the 236- 
acre parcel west of Winston Knolls that 
Centex Homes wants to annex to Hoff- 
man Estates, Richard Regan, plan com- 
mission chairman, said Wednesday. 


Quoting from a report on the area by 


the North Cook County Soil and Water 
District, Regan said the cost of correct- 
ing these problems may be prohibitive. 
Palatine Township School District 15 is 
aware of the soil conditions, Regan said, 
and has asked for soil borings to make 
sure the school site is buildable. 


According to the report other problems 


on the site can be corrected with soil ero- 
sion and water control. Regan said he 
will go over the report to make sure no 
streets or homes have been plotted in the 
areas with major soil and water prob- 
lems. 


"The day has passed when developers 


can just come in with their own experts. 
Fortunately, we have agencies like the 


Soil and Water District to verify site con- 
ditions for us," Regan said. 


THE HEARING on the preannexation 


was continued to Sept. 13 because Centex 
Homes still did not have the studies re- 
quested by the commission. 


A resident from South Harrington read 


a letter from the Windemere Association 
Inc., a subdivision in that village, ex- 
pressing concern over the shallow well 
Centex had proposed for the site. The as- 
sociation said their water supply could 
be imperiled and requested two deep 
wells on the site. 


Regan assured them the plan commis- 


sion also wants two deep wells. He asked 
the South Harrington resident to restate 
his position at the Sept. 13 hearing. 


John Black, the village's water con- 


sultant, is currently preparing a study of 
the water table in the area, Regan said. 
A copy of the report will be made avail- 
able to the Windemere residents when it 
is finished.

These include chairmanship 
of the finance committee and member- 
ship on the public works/sewer and wa- 
ter, clean environment, public safety and 
health committee*.

proval for the plat with only 21 spaces. 
The developer, Earl Larson, said con- 
struction on the building will begin in 
about a month or six weeks. 


The commission deferred action on en- 


gineering plans for Barrington Square 
units four and five because Kaufman and 
Broad, the developers, had not provided 
proof they will conform to the recom- 
mendations of John Hosack, village engi- 
neer. 


ACTION WAS also deferred on the 


Moon Lake Village land improvements 
for new developments. The fire district is 
still waiting for a site change and the 
school district wants soil borings to make 
sure the school site is buildable. 


Regan announced Donnie Rudd, who 


recently resigned from the School Dist. 
54 Board of Education, will continue as a 
plan commission member representing 
the school district. In addition, Rudd will 
become liaison for the commission with 
all school districts serving Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


A letter to the Illinois Tollroad Com-

Wheel Tax Decision Is 


i 


Expected Next Monday 


A decision is expected Monday on the 


suit challenging the constitutionality of 
Cook County's tax on vehicles in unin- 
corporated areas. 


The class-action suit was filed four 


months ago in behalf of unincorporated 
area residents throughout Cook County. 


The suit contends the annual tax on 


vehicles is unconstitutional because reve- 
nues benefit all Cook County citizens 
even though the tax is collected only 
from those living in unincorporated parts 
of the county. 


Plaintiffs in the suit are the Prospect 


•Heights Improvement Association 
(PH1A), a large homeowners group; and 
the Cook County School Bus Co. of unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. 


The county board enacted the yearly 


tax rate last December. Taxes on new 
car sales and on mobile homes in the 
county were approved at the same time. 


S H O R T L Y THEREAFTER home- 


owners groups in various parts of Cook 


County organized a drive to have the tax 
thrown out. Several protest rallies, in- 
cluding one at Hersey High School in Ar- 
lington Heights, were held to raise funds 
for the legal fight and to collect signa- 
tures on petitions opposing the tax. 


After the filing of the suit the revenues 


from the controversial wheel tax were 
placed in a special account pending the 
outcome of the legal battle. 


In July Cook County Board President 


George Dunne announced that revenue 
from the tax would be earmarked for the 
Cook County Sheriff's Police, which is 
concerned primarily with law enforce- 
ment in unincorporated areas. 


Arguments on the suit were heard by 


Judge Edward Sarnow July 21 in circuit 
court. He announced then that a ruling 
would be ready.

An attorney for the plaintiffs has said 


that he expects the losing side in the suit 
to appeal the matter to the Illinois Su- 
preme Court.

A Student For Youth Panel? 


The Hoffman Estates Youth Commis- 


sion Tuesday discussed the possibility of 
filling its vacant seat with a high school 
student chosen by a youth advisory 
board. 


Mike Muicahy, commission member, 


said he will try to find a workable way 
for high school students to choose a rep- 
resentative for the seat. 


He suggested the possibility of using 


the high school newspapers to promote 
the formation of a youth advisory board. 


If such a board were formed with rep- 


resentatives from the Catholic and public 
high schools which include Hoffman Es- 
tates students, the board could elect one 
of their members to sit on the commis- 
sion, Muicahy said. 


When the possibility of a youth mem- 


ber was discussed at an earlier meeting, 
c o m m i s s i o n members questioned ii 
someone under 18 could have a vote. 


Frank Alexa, commission chairman, said 
Tuesday that there are no regulations 
prohibiting a young person from voting. 


"There's no age requirement," Alexa 


said. "All of our recommendations need 
final approval from the village board 
anyway." 


In other business, the youth commis- 


sion voted to change its monthly meeting 
from the fourth Tuesday of every month 
to the third Wednesday. 


Alexa also said he attended a meeting 


in June with officials from the health de- 
partment and the schools where the ex- 
pansion of the health education program 
in the high schools was discussed. He 
said Carl Zebb, principal of Conant High 
School, is interested in instituting a ven- 
ereal disease education program. 


The youth commission, Alexa said, was 


asked by Zebb to help in setting up the 
program.

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Districts Bargain For Small Classes

Nigh School Diat. 211 teachers are not 


atone in their demand that the board of 
education place language on "working 
conditions" in their new contract. 


According to a release issued this week 


by the Illinois Education Association, 8 of 
the 26 "critical" districts in the state 
also are bargaining on at least some of 
the conditions proposed by 211 teachers. 


Dist 211 teachers and the board have 


been negotiating for five months on the 
contract but have yet to reach a single 
major agreement. The main issue so far 
between the two sides is whether guaran- 
tees on class size, evaluation, teacher as- 
signment and transfer and other "work- 
ing conditions" will be included in the 
contract 


Other districts negotiating at least 


some of the same things, according to 
the TEA, are the Downstate districts of 
Champaign, Urbana, Collinsville, Ed- 
wardsvllle, Rockford and Freeport. 


In 
the Chicago area neighboring 


Schaumburg Township Dist 54 and Blue 
Island Elementary Dist. 130 also 
are 


negotiating on "working conditions," ac- 


cording to the IEA. 


THE MOST COMMON demand in the 


area of working conditions among the 
eight districts is for guarantees on max- 
imum class size. Several districts, how- 
ever, are also asking for guarantees of 
teacher 
participation 
in 
curriculum 


meetings, as Dist. 211 teachers are. 


In the local area, two elementary 


school districts already have contracts 
that include provisions similiar to some of 
those asked for in Dist. 211. 


Although in neither case is the lan- 


guage identical to that proposed for Dist. 
211, both Arlington Heights Dist. 25 and 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 have con- 
tracts spelling out teacher evaluation 
procedure and promising to publicize va- 
cancies and opportunities for promotion 
so teachers may apply. 


In addition, Dist. 25 has a provision 


that affirms that the board has the right 
to make teacher assignments, but says it 
will not make "unreasonable demands" 
on teachers or require any extra non- 
teaching duty, such as study hall super- 


visor or hall monitor. 


In Dist. 59, teachers have the right to 


file grievances for "intolerable" teaching 
loads assigned to teachers. The contract 
defines as "intolerable" any load "in 
severe opposition to current education 
research." 


DAVID TOMCHEK, area representa- 


tive for the IEA, said this week that Dist. 
25 and 59 have the most comprehensive 
contracts in the immediate area. How- 
ever, he said Harrington High School 
Dist. 224 has an even more com- 
prehensive contract from the IEA stand- 
point. 


In Harrington, Tomchek said, griev- 


ances that are not settled by the board 
and teachers are submitted to binding 
arbitration by a third party and all board 
policy on curriculum must be submitted 
to a council of teachers before being ac- 
ted on by the board.

What Teachers Are Asking... 


Last spring, the Dist 211 Education 


Association presented proposals for lan- 
guage on "working conditions" to the 
district's board of education. 


Following are the items now included 


in the teachers' proposal. 


—Professional assignments: No teach- 


er would teach more than five classes a 
day and no department chairman would 
teach more than three classes. No one 
would be required to accept non-teaching 
assignments such as hall monitor or 
study hall supervisor. No teacher would 
teach more than two subjects during the 
same term 


—Evaluation: Evaluation criteria for 


teachers would be spelled out by a joint 
administration-association 
committee 


Procedures for teacher evaluation would 
be detailed in the contract. 


—Curriculum and instruction: All rec- 


ommendations from individual schools 
for change presented to the district-wide 
curriculum committee would be ap- 
proved by majority vote of teachers in 
the affected department beforehand Cur- 
riculum committees would be required to 
meet publicly with advance notice of 
"fleeting. Principals of schools would be 


authorized to approve changes in teach- 
ing methods suggested by teachers if it 
would not change curriculum Teachers 
would be given time off for curriculum 
planning at the request of the curriculum 
committee and would be paid for two full 
days of preparation* before the start of 
school 


—Staffing: At no time would the num- 


ber of students hi a class exceed the 
available facilities

low-average classes to 20 students; aver- 
age, accelerated and honors classes to 25 
students; physical education classes to 35 
students. No English teacher would teach 
more than 100 students per day; no P.E.

—Vacancies, transfer and promotions: 


Notice of all vacancies in buildings would 
be publicized. Transfers from one build- 
ing to another would be honored on the 
baste of seniority if all qualifications are 
equal. Promotions would be made on the 
basis of experience, competency and 
qualifications. The board would continue 
its policy of promoting qualified persons 
from within the district. 


—Grievance: teachers would be able to

If the board 
and association could not solve the prob- 
lem, the grievance would be submitted to 
binding arbitration. 


—Termination: In order to terminate

However, spokesmen for both Dist. 25 


and 59 report no more than three or four 
grievances reaching the superintendent 
since their contracts have been in effect. 
Dist. 25 has had its agreement since 1970 
and Dist. 59 has had the agreement for 
one year. 


DIST. 59 Supt. James Erviti said of the 


three formal grievances he has seen this 
year, "none concerned working condi- 
tions. The disputes generally were over 
whether someone was going to be paid 
for a certain day or for summer school 
work." 


Erviti said he likes having the eval- 


uation procedure spelled out in the con- 
tract because "it makes us get the job 
done " He added that this year the board 
did ask for some minor Changes in tim- 
ing of evaluations to make the process 
easier administratively but added, "that 
hasn't been a big problem." 


High School Dist. 214, whose teachers' 


group last year withdrew from the 
IEA, does not have many working condi- 
tions spelled out in its contract. 


The contract does, however, allow 


teachers to file formal grievances over 
violations of board policy, which is gen- 
erally assumed to include such things as 
evaluation procedures and filling of va- 
cancies 


A spokesman for Dist 214 said the dis- 


trict had only one grievance reach the 
superintendent last year.

LAWFORD EXPLAINS it this way: 
"John F. Kennedy was so much what 


everyone was looking for that anyone as- 
sociated with him carries some of that 
mystique." 


During Sen. John F. Kennedy's cam- 


paign in 1960 Lawford was a key figure 


in organizing, rallies and fund raising 
events at which Hollywood stars per- 
formed on behalf of the man who was to 
become President. 


then again in 1968 Lawford was a busy 


worker for Bobby Kennedy. 


During this year's early primary cam- 


paigning Lawford retired from the field. 


"I was turned off politics after seeing 


JFK and Bobby shot down,"isaid the di- 
vorced husband of Patricia Kennedy. 
"The loss of my brothers-in-law was just 
too much." 


"THIS YEAR I decided to do nothing 


for the McGovern campaign. Then Sarge 
got on the ticket and called me, asking if 
I'd pitch in and help. I explained that 
Warren Beatty had been doing a great 
job getting Hollywood people to support 
the ticket and I didn't want to appear to 
be jumping on the bandwagon — if that's 
what you could call it." 


Somewhere inside actor Lawford the 


old Kennedy associations sprang to life. 
The clan was calling. 


"I told Sarge I'd be happy to work for 


the Democratic ticket," he said. "If 
Beatty thinks I might be useful then I'll 
be delighted to do whatever I can."

That's about as stupid a piece 
of programming as you can imagine. 


BY CONTRAST, the Republicans got 


their interparty hassle over rules reform 
and the necessary tricky-track of con- 
vention business out of the way in after- 
noon sessions on soap opera time. 


They carefully reserved their evening 


s e s s i o n s for hard-hitting political 
speeches, culminating in President Nix- 
on's acceptance speech Wednesday night, 
which went on the air at 9:25 p.m. CDT, 
about as prime as time can get. 


Moreover, the Republicans got a big 


boost — and I can't down the suspicion 
they were counting on it — from the 
crowd of protesters milled around Collins 
Avenue and Convention Hall on the final 
night. The protesters may have thought 
they were embarrassing the Republi- 
cans, but what they actually accom- 
plished was to give the GOP convention 
the one element of showmanship it had 
conspicuously lacked — a little drama 


I don't seriously suspect the protesters 


were hired and brought to Miami Beach 
by the Republican 
National Com- 


mittee. But they could hardly have 
served the GOP cause more effectively if 
they had been. 


IT SEEMED to me that NBC and CBS 


were very mindful — perhaps too mind- 
ful — of the criticism they got m to the 
1968 Democratic convention in'Chicago. 
Then, they were accussed of focusing on 
riots outside the hall instead of con- 
vention activities in the hall. 


Wednesday night, both networks bent 


over backwards to avoid anything re- 
motely smacking of sensationalism in 
their coverage of the protest disorders. 
And as soon as the convention session 
got under way, they hastily moved in- 
doors and kept their cameras focused al- 
most exclusively on the rostrum. 


ABC, 
by sticking to its policy of wait- 


ing until 8:30 p.m. CDT to begin cov- 
erage, missed the boat on that only ex- 
citing live action of the GOP convention. 
By the time Howard and Harry got on 
the air, all they had to show were film 
clips of what the other two networks had 
shown live two hours before. It seemed 
to this old reporter like poetic justice.

Harassed Delegates Glad It's Over

There was a collective sigh of relief 


among Illinois delegates when their char- 
tered 707 lifted off the ground yesterday 
to return the delegation from the Re- 
publican National Convention in Miami 
Beach. 


It was a wearing trip for the Illinois 


delegates and marked from start to fin- 
ish by poor service from the airline, per- 
sonnel at the fancy Playboy Plaza Hotel, 
cab and bus drivers and occasional ha- 
rassment from demonstrators. 


The level of service was established on 


the flight to Miami Beach when ovens on 
the American Airlines charter flight 
broke down — resulting in no lunch for 
half the passengers — and it deteriorated 
from there 


There was a jovial mood in the delega- 


tion on the trip to Miami and early in the 
week there was a detectable tolerance 
toward antiwar demonstrators who kept 
trying to disrupt convention proceedings, 


with little success. 


That tolerance faded as the week went 


on, and went up in the smoke of tear-gas 
bombs on the final night of the con- 
vention when police finally were forced 
to take concerted efforts against demon- 
strators who assaulted delegates and 
sabotaged buses. 


MOST OF THE ILLINOIS delegates es- 


caped any direct threat from the demon- 
strators, although one bus was smeared 
with paint on its way to the convention 
hall and many of the delegates were 
forced to debark and walk a mile or 
more back to their hotel after the con- 
vention, when protesters blocked traffic. 


But reports of confrontations between 


delegates and protestors were rampant in 
the delegation, and they were reported in 
resentful tones. 


One man from Springfield related how 


a young woman delegate from Danville 
was surrounded and harassed outside the 
hall by members of her age group. 


"She was in tears when she finally got 


into the hall," he reported, "and all she 
could say was, 'I don't lull babies' Why 
do they call me a baby-killer?' " 


IF THE' DEMONSTRATORS had had 


any prospect of winning support for their 
views of the Nixon administration and 
the war in Vietnam, they effectively 
erased it with their attacks on the dele- 
gates. 
( 


Inside the hall, Nixon-Agnew sentiment 


grew steadily during the carefully or- 
chestrated convention, climaxing with 
the triumphal appearance of the Presi- 
dent and his running mate at the con- 
vention's late session. 


Nixon's unprecedented gesture of remain- 
ing to shake hands with delegates after 
the convention adjourned was a master 
stroke of making people feel themselves 
a part of the action. 


It was what those who got to meet him 


talked about as they packed their bags 
and headed back home. 


It made them come away from the hall 


feeling proud to be members of Presi- 
dent Nixon's party, and they came away 
convinced that they are going to be win- 
ners in November. 


The losers, they felt sure, were those 


people out in the street who had come to 
Florida to louse up their victory

Okay-In November Til Let Ya Call Him Medical Examiner 


The decision of the Cook County 


Board of Commissioners to give 
the voters the opportunity to 
choose between a coroner or a 
medical examiner is of dubious 
merit 


W h i l e we support, 
whole- 


heartedly, placing the issue before 
the voters, we were disappointed 
by both the drastic alteration of 
the proposed referendum and the 
highly political manner in which 
the issue was discussed. 


If adopted by the voters in No- 


vember the referendum will elimi- 
nate the elective coroner's office 
and replace it with an appointive 
medical examiner's office. 


As proposed by Com Floyd Fulle 


of Des Flames, the chief examiner 
would have been a licensed foren- 
sic pathologist and would have 
been chosen and directed by a 
commission comprising the chiefs 
of the pathology departments of 
the major medical schools in the 
county. 


While it may have been neces- 


sary to require the chief be a pa- 
thologist rather than a forensic pa- 
thologist (a somewhat rare com- 
modity), the move by the Demo- 
crats to require merely a licensed 
physician was inappropriate. 


' Unfortunately 
the Democrats 


who control the county board also 
exercised their "clout" to maintain 
complete political control over the 
office, negating one of the basic 
concerns of the entire controversy. 


While we have supported the 


abolishment of the coroner's office 
because of its inefficiency and its 
lack of contribution to the cause of 
justice, we have expressed also our 
desire to remove the office from 
political control. 


Rather than approve Fulle's sug- 


gestion regarding the selection and 
direction of the chief medical ex- 
aminer, the Democrats on the 
board, in a flagrantly political 
move, voted to have the chief ex- 
aminer appointed by the president 
of the county board. 


That alteration in the proposal 


effectively places the office under 
greater political influence than 
ever before. 


Action equally disappointing on 


the part of the controlling Demo- 
crats was their vote to silence a 
citizen during his attempt to ad- 
dress the board on the subject. 


The citizen was Donald Mulack, 


Republican candidate for the coro- 
ner's office, who has been running 
on a platform of abolishing the of- 
fice. 


The Democrats in control con- 


tended Mulack was trying to make 
a political speech at the meeting 
and voted to rule him-"out of or- 
der." 


Mulack, however, was speaking 


to the point and as a resident of 
this county had every right to be 
heard by the commissioners. 


Only minutes earlier, the com- 


missioners sat patiently as the cur- 
rent coroner, Dr. Andrew Toman, 
made a highly political speech, de- 
fending himself and the conduct of 
his office for the past 12 years. 


It is saddening to note the Demo- 


crats on the county board appar- 
ently are compelled to react with 
obvious hostility to protect one qf 
their political colleagues by den- 
ying the right of a citizen to par- 
ticipate in the workings of his gov- 
ernment. 


There can be no significant de- 


gree of credibility in county gov- 
ernment until this cheap political 
maneuvering is ended.

Religion's Growing 


That "old-time religion" is mak- 


ing a comeback. 


Latest statistics published by the 


National Council of Churches show 
that total church membership rose 
slightly last year to 131 million, 
and the greatest gains were regis- 
tered 
by fundamentalist 
sects. 


Most of the "liberal" Protestant 
denominations lost members or 
barely held their own. 


Any number of explanations of 


this phenomenon are being of- 
fered: 


The mainline churches have di- 


luted their basic messages and 
have been sidetracked into ecu- 
menical movements and social ac- 
tion; people are looking for secur- 
ity, and retreating from the social 
turmoil of the 1960s; it is a reac- 
tion of the doctrinal confusion of 
the theologians and so on. 


The churches that are gaining 


members, observes Dean M. Kel- 
ley of the Council, are generally 
those that have held on to old-time 
beticfj, shunned contact with other 


churches or secular causes and 
proclaim that they alone have the 
truth. They are strong on dis- 
ci p 1 i n e , missionary zeal, con- 
formity and even fanaticism. 


The churches that are losing 


members are those that profess 
tolerance of diversity and openness 
to dialogue with others. 


Efforts to foster interfaith coop- 


eration "may be conductive to 
brotherhood, peace, justice, free- 
dom and compassion," he writes. 
"But they are not conducive to con- 
serving or increasing the social 
strength of the religious groups in- 
volved." 


It is interesting to note that a 


concurrent phenomenon is the con- 
tinuing upsurge of interest in 
witchcraft and satanism and occul- 
tism in all its forms. This, too, is a 
return to a kind of "old-time reli- 
gion." 


In this age of Einsteinian relativ- 


ism,

Shushed By The County Board

As Bobby Fischer apparently is the 


world's greatest chess player, he is also 
becoming known as one of the world's 
biggest fanatics on noise pollution. 


Seems the noise in the hall in Reykja- 


vik, Iceland, is still bothering Bobby 
quite a bit, even though it doesn't ap- 
pear to be hurting his game. 


But, he says, he cannot concentrate 


properly, and ha? told his aide there is 
no excuse for the amount of noise in the 
hall. 


Lest anyone think Bobby may be get- 


ting a little ridiculous in his demands for 
quiet, consider the new amendments to 
the county anti-noise ordinance being 
considered by the county board. 


Initially the amendment categorically 


prohibits any distinct and loudly audible 
noise caused by crying, shouting or call- 
ing, or from any whistle, rattle, bell, 
gong, clapper, hammer, drum, horn, 
hand organ, musical instruments, radio, 
phonograph or electronic devices. 


Now the amendment states a licensed 


peddler can cry or call or shout to adver- 
tise his wares, but only between 9 a.m. 


and 6pm. But no one else can. 


Guess that's the end of parades. 
After that all-encompassing section, 


the amendment gets into the amount of 
noise that will be tolerated from various 
sources, with the maximum level getting 
lower and lower as the years go by. 


For example, a motorcycle manufac- 


tured after Jan. 1 will be allowed to emit 
only 86 decibels. A motorcycle built after 
Jan. 1,1980, will be allowed to make only 
75 decibels of noise. 


The same limitations will apply to 


trucks and almost the same require- 
ments will be placed on cars if the 
amendment is adopted 


A n o t h e r section of the proposed 


amendment deals with lawnmowers, rid- 
ing tractors and snow removal equip- 
ment. Items fitting that classification, 
built before Jan. 1,1975 will be limited to 
74 decibels (or "deebees" in the jargon 
of those in the anti-noise circles). 


Lawnmowers, snow removers and the 


rest built after Jan. 1,1975 will be limit- 
ed to 70 decibels and those manufactured 
after Jan. 1,1978 better be held down to 
65 decibels or else. 


All of which probably means nothing to

the average person, as it meant nothing 
to me on first examination. It's all just a 
pile of numbers unless you have some 
idea of how much noise is 75 decibels. Is 
that ear-shattering or is it more like a 
whisper? 


Well, just to give you some idea, a me- 


ter in the county board room, measuring 
the sound level while the amendment 
was under discussion, was bouncing be- 
tween 50 and 60 decibels. A little higher 
at tunes, depending on which commis- 
sioner was speaking.

the service. 


Apparently a considerable number of 


village residents feel that they should not 
contribute to the township road and 
bridge assessment. They have a point. So 
as far as I am concerned, eliminate it 
from then: tax bill. As a township resi- 
dent in an unincorporated area, I'll glad- 
ly pay more. I'll gladly pay more be- 
cause the township performs. I'll gladly 
pay more because I know who to call to 
register a request for service or a com- 
plaint. 


Call the County Building and see what 


kind of a run-around you get. If you've 
resided in Cook County I don't have to 
elaborate. But, unless you take action at 
the polls, then the organized action of the 
League of Women Voters with then- cam-' 
paign may well result in the elimination 
of the township form of government. 


So if you are in the unincorporated 


areas surrounding Palatine (those served 
by the faithful employes of the township) 
then you had better work to get out the 
vote. It is difficult for us to lobby be- 
cause we are scattered but unless we do, 
we will trade efficient service for Cook 
County service — synonomous with NO 
SERVICE. 


I choose not to live within the village 


limits because of the oppressive taxes. 
So I do not blame the village residents 
from seeking relief. However, there must 
be a better way to give them relief 
(which seems to be the main complaint 
of the League of Women Voters) than to 
throw us unincorporated residents on the 
mercies of Cook County.

That's the level of average conversa- 


tion — of the average sound level in an 
office — 50 to 60 decibels. 


In other words, after 1978 your lawn- 


mower, limited to 65 db's, will not be 
permitted to make any more noise than 
a friendly conversation in your living 
room. 


As a matter of fact, a home stereo 


unit, adjusted to a normal volume, will 
completely drown out a lawnmower. The 
average level of a stereo is said to be 80 
decibels. 


For additional comparison, consider 


the sound inside an auto — without radio 
or conversation, that is — averages 
about 80 decibels — far more than will 
be tolerated for lawnmowers. 


The noise fanatics will jump up and 


down cheering if the amendment is 
adopted "Finally we will have quiet," 
they will shout, thereby breaking the 
law. 


No doubt, however, their shouts of joy 


will turn to cries of despauvwhen they 
see the price tag attached to that new 
lawnmower. After all, the manufacturers 
will have to spend a lot of money fig- 
uring out how to make their lawnmowers 
quieter than the inside of a car. And who 
do you think will eventually pay the 
price' 


Then the anti-noise fanatics, bored to 


death with their super-quiet world, will 
scream indignantly about the rising costs 
of goods and why doesn't the government 
do something about it? 


It's the same old story. The public de- 


mands higher-powered, more productive, 
faster and more efficient lawnmowers. 
Simultaneously 
they 
demand 
lower 


prices. And then they rub salt in the 
wound by complaining about the noise 
the machines make, and how the product 
is inferior because it has a plastic handle 
instead of steel. 


Under the public pressure, however, 


government will continue to legislate 
against every little thing which may 
bother someone at any given moment. 
Next we may see a law requiring daily 
baths because someone was offended by 
the body odor of a construction worker in 
a diner. 


Meanwhile, the whole county will get 


quieter and quieter. And the people will 
find themselves sleeping a lot more.

study a trade fair. 


A typical Thalheim production begins 


with extensive research, 


"I'VE GOT TO determine whom I'm 


going to interest, then decide on the type 
of show that figures to bring out the 
maximum number of suppliers and buy- 
ers," Thalheim said. 


Unlike shows put on by trade associ- 


ations, Thalheim's productions feature a 
package deal put together by a trade fair 
specialist. Thalheim Is one of about two 
dozen independent producers of nontrade 
association shows. 


Thalheim relies heavily on a direct 


mail campaign and personal contact 
work. He also advertises in trade jour- 
nals and relies on word-of-mouth commu- 
nication. 


A staff of 11 employes handles the nor- 


mal operations at Thalheim. The number 
balloons to 1,000 or more at show time. 


Thalheim shows are booked at least 


one year in advance and his fees are col- 
lected well before the show begins. The 
firm has no inventories and no accounts 
receivable and most of its assets are in 
cash and short term investments. 


THALHEIM SATO his firm's financial 


statement shows annual revenues of 
about $1.5 million and earns about 
$300,000 after taxes, or 58 cents per 
share. The Thalheim family retains con- 
trolling interest of the firm's 825,000 
shares which are otherwise spread' 
among about 600 other persons. 


Since going public the company's 


stock has been split twice on a 5-for-4 
basis. 
The trade fair concept, as Thalheim

"They get more done in three-four 


days than they could in many months of 
traveling around to see what's going on 
in the industry," Thalheim said. 


"Statistics in our industry indicate that

That type of reve- 
nue on a year-around basis looks pretty 
good to a lot of cities," he added.

vantage of three new areas of Small 
Business Administration (SBA) financial 
and management assistance.

How long has it been since you fretted 


and fumed as you slowly worked your 
way to the head of the line at the teller's 
window, only to have a "NEXT WIN- 
DOW PLEASE" sign go up in your face? 


Or found yourself fa a line that didn't 


move at all because the man at the win- 
dow had brought in the weekly receipts 
from Sam's Shoe Store? 


Frustrating, isn't it? All right, we're 


going to do something about it. You are 
about to become a member of the "Get 
Your Bank on the, Ball" club. 


We went to a friend with wide con- 


nections in banking circles to ask why 
this should be and whether banks can't 
do something about it. 


"It does not have to be," he replied. 


"Indeed, a number of banks are doing 
something about it." He supplied the 
following examples: 


A CHICAGO bank, the Central Nation- 


al, offers depositors a gadget called the 
Electronic Instaposit unit. You just put 
your checks in a drawer and receive a 
stamped receipt. 


There's even more elaborate gadgetry 


in a branch of Surety National in Los 
Angeles — instant cash machines, check 
validators and closed-circuit TV. They 
promise to get depositors out in three 
minutes or less. 


Fine for depositors — but what about 


the customer who just wants to cash a 
check and gnashes Ma teeth while the 
teller counts the 8% pounds of silver 
brought in from Sam's Shoe Store? 


At First National in Memphis, custom- 


ers queue up in one master line, which 
feeds off to the teller windows as they 
open up. Several banks around the coun- 
try, our informant says, are using1 this 
one to keep customers happier. 


They should be even happier with the 


version of the master line used at Equi- 
table Trust in Baltimore. A customer re- 
ceives a numbered card as he enters. 
Then he sits in a comfortable lounge 
area, where he can drink coffee or fan 
through magazines until his number is 
flashed on an electronic Scoreboard that 
matches up his number wit the number 
of an open teller window. 


A number of banks — in Atlanta, St. 


Louis, New York, Milwaukee and Dallas 
— ease the strain on customers' nerves 
with an idea borrowed from the super- 
makets: express lines for customers with 
a single item of business — one check to 
cash, one deposite to make. 


AS WE ALL know, the lines are long- 


est and slowest during the noon hour. 
This is precisely when your teller hangs 


up a sign and ambles off to lunch. The ' 
only bank, to our knowledge, that keeps 
a full crew of tellers on duty during the 
noon hour and on payday is Ohio Trust in 
Toledo. And the Yellowstone, in Laurel, 
Mont., is the only one with a policy of 
simply keeping all windows manned at 
all times during banking hours. Good for 
you, Yellowstone. 


Some simple ideas here that shouldn't 


put too much of a strain on the brain. 
Why aren't they in wider — in fact, uni- 
versal — use? 


I'm glad you asked that; That's where 


you come in. You are now a member of 
the "Get Your .Bank on the Ball" club. 
First, you get the name of'your bank's 
president. (Ask for a copy of the bank's 
"Statement of Condition.") Then you clip 


i out this column and send it to him with a 


note reading, "Hey, Charlie, let's get on 
the ball." 


It is also permitted, under club rules, 


to suggest that you may take your busi- 
ness elsewhere if Charlie doesn't get on 
the ball. 


Back Door Selling 
Causes Problems 


In a recent American Purchasing 


Society survey, 37 per cent of the pur- 
chasing agents said that "back door sell- 
ing" was a problem in their organization. 


Twenty-two per cent were quite em- 


phatic, indicating that the problem, may 
be serious. 


"Back door selling" is the process 


where sales people avoid the normal 
channels of the buy-sell situation and 
elect not to call on the purchasing de- 
partment. Either through their own be- 
lief, or in fact, they feel the purchasing 
department has no real authority to 
make the buying decision. It is estimated 
that buying practices as a result of this 
process cost American business almost a 
billion dollars each year.

He said 
at least one federal agency is already 
contemplating such a federal code. 


"We were also under pressure to do 


this for a long time by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
and the National Homeowners Associ- 
ation," he said. 


The "we" Dutton referred to are the 


three coding groups. These are BOCA In- 
ternational (building officials and code 
administrators), International 
Confer- 


ence of Building Officials and Southern 
Building Code Congress. 


THE THREE groups already have 


combined efforts to write a standard one- 


and two-family dwelling code about six 
months ago. This code and others pre- 
pared by the three groups are model 
regulatory codes which are voluntarily 
adopted by local governments throughout 
the country. 


Dutton said the move toward standard- 


ization of the codes (which are in the 
fields of plumbing, fire prevention, me- 
chanical and building areas) will aid con- 
tractors who "don't know what to design 
to" because each community is different 
in the codes it has adopted. 


The trouble with a federal code rather 


than a voluntary one, according to Dut- 
ton, would be that under a federal code 


amendments would be almost impos- 
sible. Thus the code would not take into 
account any improvement in con- 
struction methods. 


"It is an attempt to retain autonomy 


too," Dutton said. 


Committees have been set up to work 


on the combined plumbing, mechanical 
and fire prevention codes, Dutton said. 
These are expected to be completed with- 
in a year. He said the combined building 
code will take slightly longer. 


The conference was held in Chicago 


Aug. 3 and 4. Dutton became a trustee as 
he is a member of the BOCA governing 
body and a past president of BOCA.

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Manpower Shortages Hit Post Offices 


by BARRY SIGALE 


A freeze on the hiring of full-time em- 


ployes by the U S, postal service has 
resulted in manpower shortages and 
problems In delivery at area post offices. 


The problems have resulted from a 


March 29 directive from A T. Klasscn, 
U. S. Postmaster General, informing all 
postal officials that no one could be hired 
for permanent full-time duty from then 
until the freeze was lifted. An extension 
of that original 90-day directive is now in 
effect. 


According to a spokesman at the main 


post office in Chicago, the freeze was or- 
dered because of a nationwide economy 
move by the postal service. 


"We were hit by greater expenses, 


higher costs and because we were over- 
staffed," the spokesman said. "More- 
over, we're over $2 billion in debt every 
year. And 85 per cent of the costs to the 
postal service is for personnel. We were 
a little bit loose in our hiring in the 
past," he said. 


Employment in the postal service was 


at an all-time high just before the freeze, 
about 740,000 persons. Now, through at- 
trition retirement, firings, etc.) that 
number has been reduced and only criti- 
cal vacancies are being filled. 


In the Northwest suburbs the nation- 


wide problem was clarified and some of 
the problems explained. 


"BY REDUCING the work force we

"We're 


For Poplar Creek Watershed 
Sewer Treatment Plant Set 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


After a five-year delay, the Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District's plan to build a 
sewage treatment plant to serve the 
Poplar Creek Watershed is again on its 
way to implementation 


The plant, which would be located in 


Cook County just east of the Kane Coun- 
ty tine, would treat sanitary sewage from 
the Cook County portion of the Poplar 
Creek watershed. It would be one of two 
plants serving the general area. 


Portions of Schaumburg and Hanover 


Park are Included in the area to be 
served by the new plant along with Bar- 
rington Mills, Streamwood, South Bar- 
rington, Hanover Park, and unincorpo- 
rated areas in Schaumburg, Barrington, 
Palatine and Hanover Townships 


To reactivate the work to get federal 


funding to help pay for the Poplar Creek 
wastewater plant, the Northeastern Illi- 
nois Planning Commission will schedule 
a public hearing next month 


The NIPC planning commission agreed 


Wednesday to hold such a public hearing 
in order to amend its Regional Waste- 
water Plan. 


THE AMENDMENT to the plan calling 


for two sewage treatment plants in the 
Poplar Creek-Elgin area instead of the 
one plant specified in the plan is neces- 
sary before the MSD can receive federal 
funds to help build the Poplar Creek 
plant 


Plans for the plant began in 1967, but 


the project was delayed by NIPC's sug- 
gestion that the MSD and 'he Elgin Sani- 
tary District (ESD) cooperate in using 
facilities at an Elgin wastewater treat- 
ment plant to serve the Poplar Creek 
area. 


NIPC said the combined facility would 


save an estimated $3 million in 35 years 
by having two separate plants — one in 
Elgin and one in Cook County to serve 
the Poplar Creek area 


After NIPC proposed the cooperative 


program the MSD contributed $10,000 
and ESD contributed $5,000 to finance a 
study of the NIPC proposal for the single 
sewage treatment plant 


Despite the study, which indicated a 


combined plant would mean a savings of 
$5 million in the next 50 years, the MSD 
and the ESD have been unable to reach 
an agreement for a combined facility. 


NIPC's planning committee conceded 


Wednesday that its efforts for a com- 
bined plant were not fruitful and agreed 
to seek to amend the Regional Waste- 
water Plan to allow the Poplar Creek 
plant to be considered for federal fund- 
ing. 


But despite NIPC's willingness to 


amend its plan now, a spokesman for the 
US. Environmental Protection Agency 
said at the meeting the EPA may re- 
quire NIPC to present valid reasons why 
the wastewater plan should be amended 
from one plant in the area to two plants. 


The EPA representative clashed brief- 


ly with MSD General Supt. Ben Sosewitz 
who was at the meeting seeking a public 
hearing to get work on the Poplar Creek 
plant underway as soon as possible. 


Sosewitz said he did not think the fed- 


eral government should interfere with 
such local planning matters and should 
accept any change in the regional waste- 
water plan that is accepted by the state. 


Sosewitz told the NIPC planning com- 


mittee that all savings which may have 
resulted from combining the two pro- 


' pOMd plant* into one have been lost as 


construction costs have risen during the 
delay. 


"It took us a long time to accept the 


concept advanced by NIPC for a single 
plant," Sosewitz said. 


Even so, he said the MSD went along 


and did pursue the idea of unifying its 
facilities with those in Elgin, be said, by 
helping to finance a study and by nego- 
tiating in good faith with the ESD. 


But the ESD has rejected the combined 


plant as "unworkable," Sosewitz said, 
because of their economic position as 
well as other reasons. 


A» a result the MSD has adopted the 


building of a poplar Creek plant as its 
formal solution to the problem, Sosewitz 
said. 


"Much of the savings already have dis- 


sipated in the five-year construction de- 
lay," he said. 


Sosewiti said additional delays would 


be caused by pursuing the use of the,El- 
gin plant because Elgin does not have 
the land available to expand to provide 
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DUPAGE CO. 


the additional service to the Poplar 
Creek area, while the MSD already owns 
the site for its Poplar Creek plant. 


"We've been as patient as we know 


how," 
Sosewitz told the commission in 


urging that the NIPC wastewater plan be 
amended. 


Another advocate of allowing the Pop- 


lar Creek plant to get, underway was 
Streamwood Mayor Nick Kosan. 


Kosan asked NIPC to, "get us off the 


hook," caused by the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board's findings that treatment 
done by the Streamwood sewage treat- 
ment plant is inadequate. 


A moratorium on MSD permits caused 


by the pollution control board's actions 
has meant a $1 million loss to Stream- 
wood in taxes, jobs and building permits 
and has stopped the growth of his town, 
Kosan said. 


The Streamwood plant will be shut 


down once the Poplar Creek plant is 
completed. Work to upgrade the Stream- 


wood plant to last until the Poplar Creek 
plant is completed began Wednesday, So- 
sewitz said. 


The MSD superintendent said that de- 


spite the inability of the MSD and the 
ESD to reach agreement on a combined 
plant, the MSD was offering to oversize 
its Poplar Creek plant to take care of 
any additional growth in the Elgin area 
. which cannot be handled by the Elgin 
plant. 


Although ESD commissioners attend- 


ed the NIPC meeting they did not com- 
ment other than to agree with Sosewitz's 
assessment of the failure of the negotia- 
tions. 


Sosewitz said after the meeting the 


MSD had first sought federal funds for 
the Poplar Creek Plant in 1967. 


He said the MSD had opposed the orig- 


inal adoption of the existing NIPC Re- 
gional Wastewater plan because it in- 
cluded only one wastewater treatment 
plant for the Elgin-Poplar Creek area. 


doing everything we can to avoid needing 
a rate increase." 


There currently are 265 postal employ- 


es servicing the Des Plaines and Rose- 
mont area, according to Koulentes, 
down from a high of 282 employes. And 
the decrease in personnel has caused 
problems in delivery. 


"It's been rough since the freeze," said 


Koulentes. "We've had to double up on 
some routes. But we're fortunate we still 
have a large number of dedicated people. 
We're still on schedule, though." 


Koulentes explained that it's now a 


"day to day thing" whether there will be 
a problem with service. 


"It's like any other business," Koul- 


tentes said, "when you have x-number of 
sick days and vacations. We do our best 
to cover up. We do a lot of ma- 
neuvering " 


Koulentes said local post offices are 


allowed to hire temporary help for 90 
days, but that most of these employes 
"don't do that good'a job in so short a 
time, Service is affected when a new sub 
is put in. We've even had to use clerks 
occasionally to move the mail. But we 
did that before the freeze, too." 


Thomas Devitt, head of postal oper- 


ations at the Wheeling Post Office, said 
delivery in Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
has •been affected more by the freeze 
than most other area post offices. 


"THE TURNOVER has hurt us," Dev- 


itt said. "Other post offices around here 
have enough people. We're up five routes 
in the last year. But we're still doing al- 
right. We're getting by." 


There were 75 people employed by the 


Wheeling Post Office before the freeze, 
Devitt said, compared with about 60 em- 
ployes now. 


"It's a tough job, getting the mail out. 


We have 90-day people but the new man 
is overwhelmed by what he has to do." 


At the Arlington Heights Post Office, 


which serves ptersons in Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove Village and Rolling 
Meadows, postmaster Robert Proebstle 
said service to the three communities 
has not been affected. 


"With a work force this large (285 em- 


ployes) we have a great deal of leeway 
in order to maintain service. We can 
have people work overtime to maintain 
our services. After all, that's the ball- 
game." * 


Unions representing postal employes, 


the National Association of Letter Car- 
riers and the National Association of 
Post Office Mail Handlers among others, 
were opposed to the freeze and voiced 
their opposition on the national level. 


But the postal service spokesman 


downtown said the freeze would provide 
more opportunities for workers to ad- 
vance in the system. 


"We're only filling positions from with- 


in. Before, it was from the outside. You 
had to have a political sponsor to become 
postmaster."

vision cameras. 


—Mrs. Nixon might have been seen 


frowning. 
—Spiro Agnew might have bolted the 
party to become Sargent Shriver's back- 
up man on the Democratic ticket. 


THAT NONE of these things happened 


is a tribute to Askew's prowess as a wel- 
comer. 


Dr. Luigi V. Populi, the noted political

will make those delegates feel so wel- 
come they will adopt the platform with 
hardly any dissent and renominate Nixon 
by acclamation."

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Junior Achievement Seeks Hoffman Estates Center 


by MARILYN HE1SER 


A Junior Achievement Center in Hoff- 


man Estates to serve students from 
throughout the Northwest suburbs was 
requested this week at a meeting of the 
village's Youth Commission John Walsh 
of JA presented arguments for the facil- 
ity in a speech explaining the goals and 
operations of JA in Chicagoland. 


The facility would be used by high 


school students from area villages. The 
commission was concerned primarily 
with the expense Hoffman Estates would 
have to assume if the village donated 
such a facility. 


Walsh said a facility in Hoffman Es- 


tates would be desirabie because it would ' 
help attract more Northwest suburban 
students to the JA program. At present, 
the area JA center ii in Des Plainw, a 
site JA will lose. 


"Freshmen and sophomore students, 


dependent on adults for transportation, 
often don't participate 
because Des 


Plaines is so far away," Walsh said. 


"THE 
LOCATION WE rent in Des 


Plaines will be raised this summer and 
we'd like to move further west. Firms in 
the area, such as Motorola and Union 76, 
have also expressed interest in a Hoff- 


man Estates center," Walsh said. 


JA is a non-profit organization sup- 


ported by contributions from major in- 
dustries. The students in JA form com- 
panies, and sell stock at $1 a share to 
capitalize, produce and sen a product. 
Products include items such as trivets, 
radios and stuffed pillows. 


The goal of JA is to give students first- 


hand experience in the operation of the 
private free enterprise system. Advisers 
from major companies assist the stu- 
dents in each company they form. The 
students learn business techniques such 
as producing and selling an item, to 


keeping books and liquidating a com- 
pany. 


In addition to forming a company, area 


students participate in a trade fair at 
Woodfield Shopping Mall and are eligible 
to enter contests honoring the best JA 
students. 


The facility needed for a center in 


Hoffman Estates would have to contain 
5,000 to 7,000 square feet. Six to eight 
different companies of approximately IS 
students each would meet at the center 
Monday through Thursday nights. 


Walsh said the facility would have to 


be one that could be partitioned for the 


separate companies. An area for a work- 
shop where the students make their prod- 
ucts is also needed. 


BECAUSE THE proposed center would 


serve high school students from the en- 
tire Northwest suburban area, the com- 
mission wondered if other communities 
would be willing to help with the cost of 
the facility. 


Walsh said possibly Hoffman Estates 


would have a facility used for other pur- 
poses during the day and available for a 
center at night. This type of arrange- 
ment, he said, has worked well in other 
areas. 


IN ADDITION TO its convenience for 


students in the surrounding area, Walsh 
said a Hoffman Estates center would be 
closer for businessmen who live in the 
area and advise the students at night. 


He also said JA would like to use a 


rent-free facility, so it would have more 
money to put toward college scholar- 
ships, granted each year to deserving JA 
students. 


The commission said it would consider 


the possibility of finding a JA facility 
"That'll be pur big problem," Frank 
Aleva, commission chairman, said.

Traffic 


Harper College officials are making 


plant to avoid a gigantic traffic jam 
Sept U, the tint day of fall semester 
classes. 


Factors that will contribute to the traf- 


fic situation are increased enrollment, 
delay in paving of additional parking 
areas on campus, and Algonquin Road 
construction. 


Harper's director of business services, 


Donald Misic, heads the college parking 
committee, which reports that arrange- 
ments have been made for temporary 


additional parking on campus sod. At- 
tendants will direct traffic flow. 


"We are informing students of the 


parking problem aa they register and 
urging them to form car pools before 
classes begin. In past years, most car 
pools have been formed later in the se- 
mester," said Misic. 


"Complicating the approach to the 


campus will be construction on Algon- 
quin Road from Rte. 53 to Roselle Road. 
The project will continue for a total of 
260 working days. This will slow all traf- 
fic in the vicinity." 


MISIC RECOMMENDED that students 


allow extra time for driving to Harper 
and for parking after they arrive. 


"Stedents might also try alternate 


routes to find the best one for their drive 
to campus." 


Harper College has paved parking fa- 


cilities for 1,200 student cars. Last year 
600 cars were temporarily parked on sod 
when lots overflowed. This year, the tem- 
porary space wiU be doubled. In case of 
rainy weather, emergency parking will 
be arranged along campus roads. 


Work on the delayed construction of 


three additional parking lots is expected 
to begin soon, and completion date will 
depend on weather conditions: 


This fall, college officials expect an in- 


crease in total enrollment of more than 
20 per cent over the fall 1971 figure of 
9,193. This includes full, part time and 
continuing education students who enter 
and leave the campus at all hours of the 
day and evening. 


"With continuing enrollment increases, 


we will probably always be behind in 
parking facilities at Harper."

RICHMOND, IND. — Streaking Arling- 


ton Heights snapped another skein in its 
bid for the Great Lakes National Region- 
al championship here Thursday. 


This time it belonged to Trenton, Mich. 
The Illinois American Legion titlist 


dramatically interrupted the Michigan 
champ's eight-game winning mark, 4-3, 
behind the brilliant six-hit pitching of 
righthander Mark Leonhard. 


Arlington initially baited Belleville's 


13-game streak in earning1 the Illinois 
state crown, then bested undefeated Ko- 
komo, Ind. southpaw Tom Underwood for 
his first loss in 13 games to gain the win- 
ner's bracket in the regional. 


Heights will now face the winner be- 


tween Findlay, Ohio and Richmond, Ind. 
in a quarterfinal match Friday, at 8 p.m. 


Cleanup hitting Dave Giles, in the 


throes of an O-for-12 batting slump, broke 
out of his personal drought with a key 
one-out double in the top of the ninth to 
highlight a thrilling, decisive rally. 


His booming two-bagger up the power 


alley in left-center boosted Pat Broderick 
around with the game-tying tally. Tony 
Fricano waited one-out later to send a 
routine fly to center, but the sun shone 
on Arlington and also into the fielder's 
eyes, the ball dropping for another 
double which eventually sent Giles home 
with the winner. 


Leonhard was masterful through the 


first five innings. Trenton touched him 
for a one-out triple in the second and that 
was it. Mark was protecting a 1-0 advan- 
tage at the time — courtesy of an inside- 
the-park home run by third baseman 
Dave Zare. 


Dave belted a fast ball an estimated 


420 feet on the fly to straightaway center 
field and cruised around the base paths 


while the ball bounced up the sloping ter- 
race and off the wooded center field 
fence nearly 500 feet away. 


Arlington's margin grew to 2-0 in the 


third off Trenton's starting pitcher Pat 
Dohtn, who boasted a sparkling 9-1 
record upon taking the mound. Dolan 
walked Jim Prandini to start the frame, 
but Bob Harth forced his teammate at 
second on an attempted sacrifice bunt. 


Bert Newman was whistled for catch- 


er's' interference as Harth tried to pilfer 
second, but Bob Eventually claimed the 
bag on a passed ball. Broderick, capital- 
izing on the Trenton miscue, followed 
with a run-producing single to left. 


A parade of three Michigan pitchers 


kept Arlington at bay until the decisive 
ninth, during which time Trenton had 
pecked away for both a tie and the lead. 


Leonhard was solved for a ran on 


back-to-back two-out singles, sandwiched 
around a stolen base in the sixth before 
relinquishing the lead in the seventh. 


A one-out walk almost spelled doom for 


Leonhard although he notched the second 
out on the fifth of his seven strikeouts. A 
single and a boot in center enabled Mich- 
igan the luxury of having the tying and 
lead runs in scoring position where they 
tallied on a wild pitch and pinch hit 
single. 


Arlington got Fricano on base via a 


walk to start the eighth but failed to push 
him around. The winners elected to post- 
pone their dramatic heroics until the 
ninth. 


Leonhard faced only six batters over 


the final two frames to insure no further 
eruptions from Trenton, who after a first 
round bye, is still 30-6 on the season but 
now saddled in the loser's bracket.

Giles Delivers 
Under Pressure

RICHMOND, IND. - Lloyd Meyer be- 


lieves in God and Dave Giles. 


The Arlington Heights American Le- 


gion head coach had some pressure on 
him to either move bis big (6-3,220) first 
baseman down in the lineup or out of it 
completely. The reason: His cleanup 
man was O-for-12 and looking bad at the 
plate. 


"I believed in him," said the 17-year 


veteran coach of Legion wars. The top of 
the ninth taming proved what a wise man 
Meyer is. 


"Fastball!" exclaimed the bespec- 


tacled Giles of the pitch he got with Pat 
Broderick on second and one out. He rip- 
ped Out offering and it didn't come down 
until it was at the base of the terrace, 
about 380 feet from the plate. 


That standup double - "He (Meyer) 


told me to get some wood on the ball" — 
tied the game at three — all and set up 
the 4-3 victory for the Illinois state 
champs over Trenton, Mich. 


"That was a lot better than yesterday, 


right?" said Giles after ending his 0-for- 
15 slump. 


"He shows guts," said Meyer. "It's not 


easy to come back from five fans (in 
Wednesday's game). And he came up 
there four times and hit the ball hard. In 
a pressure situation like that, he could 
have really choked." 


Although Giles was the leading hero, 


there were many, stars to this most Im- 
portant game to date. Tony Fricano, the 
centerflelder, was next in Hne. His tower- 


Ing fly ball to center teamed up with the 
sun for a two-out double in the ninth. "A 
little," was Fricano's answer to the 
query of his being tense la a two-out situ- 
ation. "I think I went for a pitch a little 
low. I should probably have taken that 
thing." 


However, he was elated that he hadn't, 


for tt drove in Giles with the winning 
run. 


Even happier than Fricano was Mark 


Leonhard, one of two talented aces that 
Meyer had showcased before a legion of 
professional scouts. You see, it took 
Leonhard off the hook. 


"I was real stupid," said Leonhard of 


his performance in the seventh which 
allowed Trenton to take a 3-2 lead. "I 
couldn't find my rhythm ... I couldn't 
find it at ah*." But be settled down after 
that for a fine six-hitter. 


Dave Zare was a star early in the 


game with a booming (495 feet to dead 
center.) inside-the-park home run. 


"It was a changeup, a deuce," said the 


husky third baseman of his standup 
round-tripper. He had tried to bunt for a 
basei bit two pitches earlier. The foul 
bunt was one break ("In every game you 
get one or two," said Meyer afterward.) 
The grounder by Broderick in the ninth 
was another. It helped tie the game. 


"I just took off and ran as fast as I 


could," said the Arlington catcher. His 
speed beat the dropped throw at first and 
he eventually scored. 


"Somebody up there likes us, I guess," 


added Broderick. He believes, too.

For «bt yetri DOW the constant ques- 


tion poMd by Canadian-American Chal- 
lenge Cup race-goers has been "Who can 
•top the McLarens?" 


This summer that question has em- 


phatically been answered by Roger 
Penske's LAM Porsche-Audi 
Racing 


Team and driver George Follmer: "We 
can!" 


Already, Just four races into the 1972 


Can-Am series, the superbly-prepared 
Penske Porsche 917 has twice beaten the 
once-invincible McLaren team of Denis 
Hulme and Peter Revson — and another 
victory at Road America's Sunday after- 
noon 200-miler would put Follmer into 
the point lead for the international ser- 
ies' driver championship. He trails 
Hulme so points to 48 - and a win 
means 20 points. 


Mark Donohue quickly demonstrated 


that the Porsche entry would be a prime 
factor in the '72 Can-Am by qualifying 
for the pole position at the opening race 
of the series, although finishing second 
behind Hulme in the Mosport, Canada, 
race. When he suffered injuries in a sub- 
sequent practice test-run, Donohue had 
to relinquish the cockpit of the Penske

For the Can-Am, he has an obviously 


excellent racing machine — and one set 
up with craft by the meticulous Penske 
Team which won the Indianapolis 500 
with Donohue at the wheel. 


The car is an L&M Porsche-Audi 


weighing 1,650 pounds and standing but 
38% inches to the top of the rollbar. It is 
powered by a 12-cylinder, air-cooled, tur- 
bocharged Porsche engine of about 300 
cubic inches — much smaller than such 
powerful Chevy engines of S12 cubes' now 
being run by such entrants as the 
McLarens in this series where unlimited 
h o r s e p o w e r is permitted. But the 
Porsche engine has long been famed for 
its reliability and with the turbocharging 
has developed a high degree of speed to 
make it extremely competitive with the 
big American powerplants. 


Porsche won World Manufacturers' 


Championships in 1969-70-71 and then 
turned to the Canadian-American Chal- 
lenge Cup in '72. Since going into racing 
in 1949 as a small, family-owned German 
Company, Porsche has won more au- 
tomobile races than any other make. 
L&M has been involved in the Can-Am 
for three years and has proven to be an 
e x c e l l e n t sponsorship partner with 
Porsche. 


Putting the whole package together 


has been Roger Penske who at 35 has 
been in racing for 14 years. In the six 
years he raced, Penske was four times a 
Sports Car Club of America national 
champion and once the United States 
Auto Club's road-racing champion. Since 
concentrating on the organization end of 
racing he has been equally successful; 


he has been considered one of the top 
men in the game when it comes to race 
preparations and setting up fast — and 
reliable — cars. The 1972 Porsche-Audi 
was test-driven the equivalent of several 
Can-Am seasons before it ever raced.

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'TVNew' Nicklaus; Unfat, 
Unhated And Unexcelled

NEW YORK - Long articles, including 


a doctoral thesis, had been written on the 
one-time infamous phenomenon of Jack 
Nicklaus. All that is past, buried in a 
bunker. 


No longer do great segments of golf 


galleries deplore Nicklaus' victorias. No 
longer do they hold up signs in front of 
sand traps which read, "Put It here, 
Jack." No longer do they hiss, "Fat 
Jack," as though he were the oval villain 
of a rasslin' show. 


"Get 'em Jack," they cry now, swarm- 


ing and tumbling after him, then halting 
in a strange freeze as he readies to 
stroke, then swarm and tumble some 
more. 


After a round he plods graciously 


through a »ea of autograph seekers, his 
blond head and hand bobbing as he 
Scribbles hi» name with an almost des- 
perate nourish. 


He answers the cliche questions of a 


novice female radio reporter. 


"Are you satisfied with your round?" 


she asks. 


"I think anyone would be satisfied with 


a 67, don't you?" he smiles, seems to 
restrain himself from being as crisp as 
in earlier years. 


"What's your secret of success?" 


Patiently, with a little laugh: Well, uh, 


I don't know, practicing the shots that 
I'm having trouble with." 


Then he makes his way with help of a 


marshal through a little-used side en- 
trance of the country club. Old men with 
varicose veins are lying naked and un- 
stirring on rubbing tables. Steam is com- 
ing from a nearby steam room. A purpl- 
ish light is seen from a sun room. The 
contrast from the luxuriant green of the 
course is stark. 
""Gotta come this way to avoid the rest 
of those crowds," says Nicklaus, above 
the click of his cleats through this bogus 
morgue. "I use this entrance all the time 
to get to the locker room. I'm not kidding 
when I tell you that sometimes it's im- 
possible to get a minute alone." He looks 
at you with direct blue eyes, saying that 
of course life could be a helluva lot 
worse, 


Nicklaus, besides being possibly the fi- 


nest golfer ever, is growing in popu- 
larity. This is not to say that he has the 
nation by its heart-strings, as Palmer did 
(and does). But most folks were rooting 
for Nicklaus to win that Grand Slam. 
(He had already won the Masters and 
U.S. Open this year.) 


That he lost the British Open by a

He was then 
puzzled and saddened at the odd ways of 
fandom, and at the position in which he 
had been unwittingly thrust.

(He began winning immediately upon 
turning pro at 21; while Palmer, for ex- 
ample, lived out of a trailer in his '20s) 
Or that he did not have the Bogartian 
flair of Palmer; or that all the world in 
fact did not love a fat man.

Teutonic and too darn sure of myself." 
He made a conscious effort to amile 
more, to put a dash more sugar in his 
personality. He says he always felt, 
though, that he was "a fundamentally 
companionable fellow." 


How delicious, now, to have someone 


other than yourself cheering for you.

"Fischer! Bobby Fischer. You've 


heard of him, haven't you?" 


The Russians laughed also. They 


couldn't help themselves. 


Osw *f the Soviet chew players mut- 


tered "Spassky" and ihook Ms head 
rather sadly. 


The two kibitzers were Shep Messing 


and Nell Stam, both members of the U.S. 
soccer team, both from Long Island, 
N.Y. 


They'll tell you right out they're big 


Bobby Fischer rooters, that being ahead 
as he is, he can't quit up there in Rey- 
kjavik the way he's threatening to, and 
that they hope be completely blots out 
Russia's Boris Spassky. 


Messing and Stam are not alone. 
Practically all the Olympic athletes 


say they're rooting for Fischer. Prac- 
tically all, of course, except those here 
representing Russia. 


They're pulling for Spassky. 
But from such divergent points as Aus- 


tralia, Italy, Japan, Canada, Sweden and 
West Germany, you get this same thing 
from the great majority of the athletes. 


They don't even care that he makes 


outrageous demands and that he strikes 
so many as being high-handed. 


"The first thing I do when I pick up 


the paper is to look to see whether Fis- 
cher won or lost," says Walter Moblnger, 
•ne of West Germany's gymnasts. 


"All these things they say he does is 


the same like Ali used to do, but "that 
doesn't matter to me. I like him. Be- 
sides, all people who compete in sports 
have certain characteristics. That's part 
of their way." 


Shep Messing, one of those who teased 


the two Russian chess players, is a re- 
cent Harvard graduate who says what's 
wrong in wanting one of your own guys 
to wipe up the floor with the other guy? 
He says much of this generally adver- 
tised "good feeling" between U.S. and 
Russian competitors is manufactured 
anyway. 


"I think there's a tremendous, amount 


of animosity and natural rivalry between 
'the U.S. and Russia and it's much 
healtheir to express it in games like 
these instead of in war. You bet I'm for 
Fischer." 


So is Dean Oldershaw, a member of 


Canada's canoeing team! 


"I like Fischer. I don't hold those 


things he does against him. To me, that's 
just showmanship anyway. Look at what 
he has done for chess," he says. 


One Russian water polo player, who 


could almost pass for Jerry Koosman of 
the Mets, says he has more interest in 
the Olympics than in what's going on in 
Reykjavik, but that he thinks Spassky 
will win eventually and he's rooting for 
him. Asked why, he replied: 


"Because I'm Russian, the same as 


him." 


But two Italian soccer players, Louis 


Benedetti and Peter Mennea, are com- 
pletely for Fischer. 


"I like his way," explains Mennea. 


"He's sure of himself. Showy, you know, 
typical American man." 


Then American men are okay? 
"Yes," says Italy's Peter Mennea. 
"But," he winks, "I like American 


women much better." 


Which only goes to prove all those 


jokes they tell about Italians aren't true. 


Marathon In Olympics Totters On

MUNICH - (NBA) - Nothing so typi- 


fies the Olympic Games as does the 
Marathon event in some incredible fash- 
ion, Marathon runners totter 26 miles, 
385 yards. In some equally fantastic and 
phantasmagoric way, the 
Olympic 


Games trudge on. 


And when the Ethiopians, winners of 


the last three Marathon gold medals, got 
entangled with international sports 
groups in the latest furor, historians 
clucked that it was a match made on 
Mount Olympus. 


Ethiopia ran in tandem with several 


fellow African nations. They threatened 
to hustle their teams out of Munich un- 
less the Rhodesians were run out of town 
first. The charge is that Rhodesia's is a 
"white racist rebel government." 


Yet few actually believed that the pro- 


testing African teams would pull out 
since the Supreme Council o fAfrican Un- 
ity — a group of black nations — knew 
that the International Olympic 
Com- 


mittee sanctioned Rhodesia as a brother 
nation last September. 


One could fairly ask whether the Olym- 


pics, this addled old carnival of sweat, is 
again being used for political gymnas- 
tics. 


Meanwhile, back on the track, Mamo 


Wolde runs. Wolde is the defending 
Marathon gold medal winner. He moves 
with the feathery grace of a ghost. His 
legs, delicate and powerful as a thor- 
oughbred's, have carried him from the 
mountains of Ethiopia to what he hopes 
will.be a fine climb on'to the Olympic 
winner's stand. He is 39 years old. This, 
he said would be his last race - if his 
country allows him to race; 


Wolde, who has' a pleasant job back 


home as liteutenant in the Imperial 
Guard of Haile Selassie, has no say in 
whether he runs or not. All that is up to 
his government and he will, not question 
the situation.

he knew shortcuts in the Marathon route. 


There was the famous Dnranda Pietri 


incident in the 1900 games. Pietri, a little 
Italian shoemaker, came into Wembley 
Stadium and the last several hundred 
yards of the race as if he were a slowly 
fizzling balloon. Englishmen nearby car- 
ried him across the finish line. He was 
disqualified. 


In 1904 in St. Louis, a clever fellow 


named Fred Lorz accepted a ride in a 
passing car when the heat of the road got 
too much for him. He passed all his 
sweaty colleagues. When the car's radi- 
ator broke down, Fred felt chipper again, 
and ran the last five easy miles to cross 
the finish line first. Fred thought this 
was so humorous that he laughed and 
told the story on the winner's stand. To 
his surprise, the gold medal was yanked 
out of his paws.

spectators along the way. Abebe Bikela, 
predecessor and countryman'of Mamo 
Wolde, came home first in Tokyo bare- 
foot.

And Emil Zatopek, the great Czech long- 
distance runner, ran the marathon for 
the first time in his life in 1952 and won a 
gold medal. His response to this most 
hallowed of events? "the marathon is a 
very boring race," he said. 


The last word on the Marathon and how 
it mirrors the Olympics, must come from 
Pheidippides. This famous Greek, in the 
days before telephones, ran the 26-plus 
miles between Athens and Marathon to 
^deliver a message from his general to 
his fellow Athenians. As he came huffing 
and puffing into town he cried, "Rejoice 
— we conquer," and then fell dead.

NEW YORK -In the winter of 4967,1 


« had the chance to buy a harness horse 
* and Jumped at it. I was a professional 
»gambler. I bought the horse to increase 
j my contacts so that I could make safer 
| bets. And, hopefully, to bet on sure 
" things. 


« For years I was like the average fan. I 
J heard rumors about shenanigans in har- 
; ness races. Now I was to find out for 
* myself. In the tracks that I soon began to 
* frequent, I found that in most of the 
* eight to 10 races a night, deals were 
! being made among the drivers. 
I Those drivers are still driving. They 
J drive all over the country, in most or all 
* of the 15 states and Canada that permit 
* harness racing. 
1 One night, my trainer-driver, Steve 
JFIIImore, drugged my horse. High Step, 
2 • very mediocre pacer. He told me of Ills 
| plans beforehand and I made a bundle. 
* But I found that horse dopings are un- 
J usual because they are, first of all, too 
J risky and, secondly, unnecessary. 
J The most common and frequent way to 
* arrange a race is for two, three or four 
Idrivers to get together before the race 
, and set it up. I was in on many of those. 
* A harness race is rarely completely 
j fixed, in which all eight or nine drivers 
;are involved. There are many drivers 
fvtho have no price (or if they do have a 
J price, it has never been met to the best 
Jof my knowledge), But their cooperation 
•Isn't necessary. Usually just a couple 
j drivers working together can eliminate 
J an honest driver. 
{ Harness racing is the fastest-growing 
1 spectator sport in the United States, ac- 
; cording to the 1971 Gambler'u Digest. 
* Thirty million paying fans attended har- 
»ness races last year. The figure will 
J probably be higher this year. Very few of 
J those 30 million really know what is go- 


* ing on right before then- very eyes. But 
* they suspect. For good reason. 
j When It becomes obvious that some- 
. thing has been happening, they make a 
: noise. They did just that at Yonkers 


Raceway in New York, when a ridicu- 


lously low-paying exacta (picking the 
first two horses in one race) caused a 
minor riot by bettors. It happened again 
at Pocono Downs. Another absurdly low 
exacta, another riot by bettors. And at 
Louisville Downs, two drivers were sus- 
pended for one year for "trying to get 
together on a perfecta," according to 
William Billiard, chairman of the Ken- 
tucky State Trotting Commission.

I owned High Step for six months. 


Though the horse was in my name only, 
I had a silent partner, Sal Torre. At the 
time, Sal could not obtain a license to 
buy a horse. He was not permitted on the 
grounds of any track in the state. He had 
been ejected a few weeks before when he 
was caught talking through a paddock 
window at a local track. He was a gener- 
al patron then and general patrons are 
not allowed to talk to paddock people. 


I was happy to be a partner of Sal's, I 


knew he was always going down to the 


paddock before races for tips. What I 
came to learn was that he also received 
signals while sitting up in the stands. 


I remember one night in particular. 


Sal's father, Nick, was driving in the 
race. Nick is a prominent driver. This 
night, Sal's father was driving Timmy's 
Boy. I was looking over the program and 
I said to Sal, "Timmy's Boy looks good 
tonight." 


"Yeah," said Sal. 
"How heavy can I bet him?" 
"Wait a minute, I'll let you know." 
As I found out later, Sal was waiting 


for the post-parade, when the horses 
come onto the track. Sal watched for a 
signal from his father. Then he said to 
me, "Bet your house." Timmy's Boy 
went off at 16-1 and I won $2,310. 


I don't remember th especific signals 


for that race. But there were as many 
signals as there were races. Sal taught 
me them. He grew up in harness racing. 
Besides his father, his uncle is a promi- 


nent trainer-driver. So are his in-laws. 
And he spent big earliest days, people 
say, in a sulky instead of a buggy. 


Sal would watch his father or another 


friendly driver; a whip under the right 
arm might mean to bet on the horse of 
that particular driver; a whip on the 
shoulder might mean to lay off that driv- 
er. Spitting to the left might mean one 
thing, spitting to the right something else 
— like a third base coach. Almost any- 
thing was used short of turning a cap 
backwards. 


If there was a "lay-off" or "don't bet 


on me" signal, Sal would often note the 
horse in front of the friendly driver. The 
friendly driver would make it his busi- 
ness to be behind the horse he knew was 
supposed to win. On at least 20 different 
occasions I bet the horse Sal's dad fol- 
lowed on the track for the post parade. I 
won every time.

U.S. Open: Arena For Tennis 'War9 


by IRA BEHKOW 


AMHERST, Mass - (NBA) — The ten- 


nis courts here are so many that they 
literally melt into each other as far as 
the eye is concerned. White-clad players 
are everywhere. Tennis balls abound in 
such profusion that a great hailstorm 
seems in session. This is Harry Hop- 
man's summer tennis camp. 


It is from here that Hopman, the su- 


perb Australian-born coach and former 
Davis Cup player, views the world of ten- 
nis through his watery blue, 65-year-old 
eyes. And what he «ees coming up in the 
U S Tennis Open at Forest Hills Aug. 30 
to Sept. 10 is. in his pure Aussie tongue, 
"A possibly bloody good clash." 


The Open is, in fact, the only tune this 


year that the "Hunt group" — the con- 
tract professionals who play in the World 
Championship Tennis (WCT) tour, as 
named and sponsored by millionaire 
sportsman Lamar Hunt — will compete 
against the worlds' best independent 
players. 


There have been such complicated and 


lengthy negotiation* and recriminations 
between the "Hunt group" and the Inter- 
national Lawn Tennis Federation that 
Ibe SALT talk* »eem like patty-cake in 
comparison. And their myriad differ- 
ences between the tennis factions will not 
surface here, praise be. But they have 
warily embraced each other for the im- 
mediate future, starting with Forest 
Hills. 


So, Huntmen such as Rod Laver, Ken 


Rosewall, John Newcombe and Arthur 
Ashe may peer across the net at the 
somewhat more sovereign likes of Stan 
Smith, llie Nastase, Jan Kodes, Jimmy 
Connors. 


This makes tennis purists like Hopman 


happy, sort of. 


Happy that the 10 Hunt players may 


re-enter the tennis world from their iso- 
lation, happy that some of the younger 
players can test the older, more experi- 
enced veterans. But Hopman still main- 
tains a rein on his enthusiasm. 


"First of all," said Hopman, who was 


until three years ago the captain of Aus- 
tralia's 15 Davis Cup championship 
teams in 21 years, "I think the WCT 
players have the Open weighted heavily 
in their favor. 


"Forest Hills is grass court. The Hunt 


players play on grass courts all the time 
here. Most of the independent players 
don't. The continental people don't have 
a grass court to their name. 


"Second, it's an advantage for the La- 


vers and RoseValls to be playing against 
each other all the time. They know each 
other's moves no well. Rosrwall, for ex- 
ample, can expect to know where La- 
ver's passing shot will go. A Nastase 
won't." 


Hopman said also that the conditions of 


the court will determine the kind of tour- 
nament that will be played. "If it rains, 
it won't be too exciting, I'm afraid," he 
said. "Wimbledon covers up seven or 
eight courts when it rains. But Forest 
Hills just covers up center court" 


Hopman seems to resent the "propa- 


gandizing" of the WCT. "They are al- 
ways claiming that they are the best," 
he says. "Not necessarily so." 


He says that the top WCT players, La- 


ver (age 34), Rosewall (37), Roy Emer- 
son (36), are "on the downgrade," while 
Smith (25), Nastase (26), Kodes (26) and 
Orantes (23) are "on the upgrade." 


Hopman says he harbors no bitterness 


toward his former Australian Davis Cup 
players who turned contract proi, though 
with them gone, the Auaiie team was no 
longer an awesome power 


"No," Hopman said, "I still have a 


fondness for my old playmates, like 
Rocket and Kenny and Newk and Emmo 
But I've seen them play against each 
other so many times, I'm much more in- 
terested in tennis as a game, rather than 
the individuals. And I'd like to see how 
the young players do against them. I 
think they'll do well. The field is very 
wide open." 


And so Hopman, who makes his home 


in the United States, still coaches young 
players in the summer tennis clinic here, 
in his year-round tennis school in Port 
Washington, L.I., and also as coordinator 
for the Pepsi-Cola Mobile Tennis Pro- 
gram which is trying to stimulate tennis 
interest among the ghetto kids in New 
York City, Boston and Philadelphia. 


"I think I'll always be on the side of 


the up-and-coming player," said Hop- 
man, "as opposed to the fellow who's 
bad his day."

At Regency O'Hare 


Art Enhances Architecture 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


The Hyatt Regency O'Hare, located a 


short bus ride from O'Hare Inter- 
national, is a futuristic comment in ar- 
chitectural design. 


Its four rosy-hued silos of one-way cop- 


pertone glass that lock into place tiers of 
stark concrete, identify the giant hotel 
between cross-sections of expressways. 


The same awe inspired by its exterior 


is compounded inside by the full skylight, 
10 stories of balconies all overlooking the 
main lobby, and 4,000 individually potted 
ivy plants that hang over each walkway 
to offer an exotic, tropical mood. 


Yet, least of all to be overlooked, is the 


inclusion of $200,000 worth of original 
artwork. 


Hardly anyone ever misses the five- 


story hammered copper sculpture that 
rises from one corner of the lobby. It is 
the creation of Belgian sculptor Jean- 
Pierre Ghysels. 


IN THE OPPOSITE corner is a 12-sto- 


ry circular mobile consisting of 700 mul- 
ti-colored Japanese paper kites sus- 
pended around a specially designed col- 
umn of lights. It, too, is obvious. 


However, not as outspoken in appear- 


ance but every bit as unique and origi- 
nal, are the series of wall hangings that 
were specifically picked to complete the 
interior design of the hotel. 


A meeting of the minds took place be- 


tween members of the architectural firm 
of John Portman & Associates of At- 
lanta, Ga., builders of the hotel, and 
Ruth Kaufmann, of the Ruth Kaufmann 
Gallery in New York City, N.Y. Loca- 
tions for the work were discussed and 
individual pieces judged. 


The chosen textiles include the work of 


four gallery artists representing three 
different countries. 


WALL HANGINGS are increasingly 


being used in hotels and other public 
buildings and are valued in modern ar- 


chitecture for their tactile as well as vis- 
ual appeal. 


"There was a very strong reason for 


choosing woven hangings for the interior 
of the Hyatt Regency O'Hare," said a 
spokesman for John Portman & Associ- 
ates who explained further that the mas- 
sive amount of concrete is masculine and 
rigid in feeling and to counteract this im- 
age, the wall hangings were used as con- 
trasts of softness and femininity. 


White most of the wall hangings are 


galleried pieces, the macrame walls 
forming a backdrop to the private parti- 
tioned nooks that line two walls of the 
lobby, were commissioned and made by 
artist Francoise Grossen. 


The 22 cubicles, each two and a half 


feet by seven feet, are made of sisal that 
is obtained from the leaves of an agave, 
a plant cultivated throughout the tropics. 
It is often used in making rope and sack- 
ing. 


On the lower level of the hotel are two 


works by Columbian artist Olga de 
Amaral. 


"FOLIAGE WOVEN Wall," hung on 


one wall directly to the left of the main 
entrance, is tightly woven out of horse- 
hair and wool in greyed tones of greens. 


Olga de Amaral's second piece, sus- 
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pended from a dowel rod in the. center of 
the lower level, is a woven and wrapped 
textile again using wool and horsehair 
but in shades of deep red and grey. 


In the entranceway to Hugo's Gourmet 


Restaurant is one of the most interesting 
pieces hung in the hotel. The 10-foot high 
woven sculpture, "Yellow Orange Aba- 
kan," was made by Magdalena Abaka- 
nowicz, an artist born in Poland and 
working out of Warsaw. 


It is purported to be a modern day 


adaptation of the door covering once 
used by primitive tribes in keeping out 
the elements from their mud dwellings. 


Sheila Hicks, an American artist living 


in Paris, is probably the, best known of 
the artists represented by the woven 
pieces. 


HER THREE works are all located in 


Hugo's. Two are similar and resemble 
balls of yarn in orange and purple 
wrapped, spliced and grafted together. 


Across the room is her "Prayer Rug" 


fashioned in white wool with tassels 
wrapped in orange, yellow and purple. 


Sheila Hicks feels that tapestry is able 


to carry its own meaning and justifica- 
tion within its threads. It should in no 
way be considered a mere substitute me- 
dium for painting, she believes. 


In her work Sheila tries to emphasize 


the natural qualities of the textiles by 
contrasting 
the smooth and rough 


threads and tightly weaving some areas 
white leaving other sections unraveled or 
unbraided. 


The future outlook of textiles in interi- 


or design is good. 


"PEOPLE GETTING back into crafts 


show a resurgence in the popularity of 
such forms of art as macrame," said the 
spokesman for John Portman & Associ- 
ates. 


"Also a continuance in expressing con- 


crete form in architectural design in- 
creases the need1 for such contrasting av- 
enues of art."

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Luckily, tt rained several days during 


our vacation at the cottage near Duluth.

The proprie- 
t o r . w h o m we dubbed "Charlie 
Chuckles," looked us over when we 
walked in (there were four of us) and 
informed us, "I don't like women in 
groups — they never buy." 


With that effusive welcome, we hardly 


dared ask his prices, but after we did, 
we almost suffered cardiac arrest. He 
had a marigold carnival glass bowl, iden- 
tical to my friend Bettie's, which she had 
bought a couple of years ago for $20. At 
that price it had been a steal, but top 
retail price today would be not over $100. 
Be'Ue asked, "How much?" Very bored 
with us all, he mumbled "1850." She 
gasped and asked "Why so much? I 
bought one just like it not long ago for 
$20." "Then why are you asking, if you 
have one?" he demanded. Charlie 
Chuckles! 


NOT ALL OUR encounters were so un- 


friendly. Most of the dealers gladly 
showed us around and gave us the names 
of other shops. One lady whose business 
is in her home sold us a few really lovely 
things for reasonable prices, and we will 
surely visit her again. 


There are few top notch antique shops, 


as a general rule. Most carry a melange 
of adolescent fruit jars, insulators and 
salt and pepper shakers. If they do have 
a good piece, they overprice it. While 
I'm on the subject of prices, many 
people say, "I can't afford real an- 


tiques, I only buy Junk." I wish they 
would save the, dollars they dole out for 
junk until they find something with in- 
trinsic value, which will be decorative or 
of historical interest now, and an in- 
vestment for the future. A really good 
piece of china or glassware is bound to 
rise in price as more collectors compete. 
Unless you find a "sleeper" — a bargain 
— at a garage tale or estate disposal, 
you get pretty much what you pay for. 


THE BEST THING to do, I think, is to 


find an interest area, pursue it and col- 
lect just that one thing. Become an ex- 
pert and write a book. I know several 
people who have done just that and are 
making their nobby pay. I may do that 
some day, if I can ever find that "one 
thing" I'm interested in. Thus far, my 
pack rat instincts have prevailed. 


One last note on our antiquing in Du- 


luth. After an entire day of driving up 
and down those San Francisco type hills, 
putting about ISO miles on the car, get- 
ting lost several times and soaked in the 
steady rain, we arrived back at our cot- 
tage, weary, wet, hungry and broke. 


The men were sitting around enjoying 


a fire (it was 45 degrees), entertaining 
the neighbors and waiting for us to fry 
the fish. "Look what I bought," my hus- 
band gloated, and showed us a beautiful 
kerosene lamp made of copper and pew- 
ter with a hand painted Bristol glass 
shade. A dear lady in the cottage next 
door, who has been summering there for 
40 years, had sold it to him when he told 
her we are antique lovers. And he hadn't 
stirred from his easy chair. Leave it to 
the men. P.S. The walleye pike was de- 
licious.

Britain's Gen. Jackson argues that 


there was a better allied commander in 
Europe in World War II, than Gen. 
Owight D. Eisenhower — Jackson's can- 
didate is Field Marshal the Earl Alexan- 
der of Tunis. 


Jackson pictures Alexander as the 


equal of Eisenhower in running an army 
of mixed nationalities and superior at 
military strategy and tactics. Whether or 
not the reader agrees, the book is a ma- 
jor contribution to the big war's military 
history. 


Alexander not only was overshadowed 


by Elsenhower but also by his own lieu- 
tenant in North Africa, Field Marshal 
Vicount Montgomery, in the British 
triumph over Erwin Rommel's German 
Afrika Korps. "Alex" was a relatively 
shy man. 


He rarely issued orders; instead he 


made suggestions. He did not swagger; 
he was as neat and British courteous as 
his clipped mustache. He was popular 
with his troops because he had in a quar- 
ter century of fighting always led his 
troops up front. 


He was always unflappable in bad 


times and quiet in victory. Eisenhower 
ran the big show on the western front. 
Alexander commanded the allied armies 
in the Mediterranean and Italy. 


The book is not sugared with much

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Another Tool Discovered 
In Heart Disease Fight 


by DELOS SMITH 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A mathematical 


equation has been found capable of mea- 
suring the probability of any given 
healthy, middle-aged male being stricken 
with coronary heart disease within five 
years. 


Probability exists for all such males. 


Differences among them are in degrees 
of probability. A reliable method of sepa- 
rating high probability from low would 
be useful in preventive medicine. 


Dr. Ancel Keys of the University of 


Minnesota, who has a big name in heart 
disease research, and 10 scientific colla- 
borators had a solid base for the equa- 
tion — 11,132 men between 40 and 59 
years old. 


When first examined all had been free 


of coronary heart disease. Precise mea- 
surements were made of their systolic 
blood pressure, blood cholesterol levels, 
smoking habits and body mass index — 
height related to weight. 


THESE, PLUS AGE, were the estab- 


lished differences or variables among the 
11,132 men. The variables were divided 
into tenths between high and low degrees 
and each tenth was assigned a mathema- 
tical value that could be included in the 
equation. 


Five yean after entry into the study, 


615 of the men were no longer free of 
heart disease and of these 214 either had 
died from or had survived major attacks. 
Predictions drawn from the equation 
were "highly correlated" with these ac- 
tual outcomes. 


Of the 11,132 men, 8,728 were European 


and 2,404 were American. When based 
only on the European 'experience, 'the 
equation's predictive power remained 
high for the American, and vice versa. 
This showed that ethnic, cultural and 
lingual differences were not operating. 


IN FURTHER refining their math- 


ematics for publication by the American 
Heart Association in its journal, "Circu- 
lation," Keys and his collaborators found 


_ that age, systolic blood pressure and 
' blood cholesterol were "universally pow- 


erful predictors of risk" of heart disease. 
They were less certain about cigarette 
smoking although they did not diminish 
its importance u a causative factor. But 
they did diminish the importance of body 
weight. 


"The conclusion seems inescapable 


that the incidence of coronary heart dis- 
ease is strongly influenced by one or 
more variables unrelated to any consid- 
ered in these studies," they said. For the 
question of what these variables might 
be, their mathematics provided an an- 
swer 


BUT THE EQUATION will identify 


both the men with a much higher than 
average chance of dying of heart disease 
within five years and "the men who are 
most unlikely to become victims" in that 
time. They offered it as "a tool" for 
practicing physicians and other health 
counsellors. 


It could "give guidance and perhaps 


persuasion about possible preventive 
measures as well as indicating a review 
of the patient's insurance policies," they 
said.

one of the actor's loves since he was a seventh grader back in 
Norfolk, Neb., where he gave out with Jesu Bambino at a 
Christmas program. 


Mike.. .or Don, that is... takes both his singing and his daytime 


job seriously and notes that one benefits the other. "Daytime 
audiences are very loyal." he told us. "I've sold out in all the clubs 
I've appeared in. These people don't even know if I can sing a 
note. They just know that Don Stewart who plays Michael Bauer 
is going to appear.. .and they turn out." 


ASIDE FROM THAT, though. ..all that glitters in the world of 


actors and act ing... is not star dust. While those actors who spend 
their working hours day-side consider this medium an important 
part of the television business, there are those who evidently don't 
share the same view. 


We make the comment because the names of the daytime 


shows and the actors concerned are noticably absent when Emmy 
Award time makes the scene each year. And how, we asked Don, 
do you feel about this? "It's a real sore spot." the gentleman 
answered. "Millions of people watch daytime television. I'm 
sure." he went on, "that some of those same people wonder why 
daytime actors aren't receiving awards." 


Although Stewart admitted certain difficulties in categorizing 


awards for such as the "operas* he did suggest that perhaps those 
concerned should forget The Television Academy (those who 
name Emmy recipients) and have "another set-up for daytime 
programs." 


Delving deeper into the subject, he related that about two years 


ago the daytime stars were invited to a party by those at the helm 
of the Academy. It seems that the Jist; of the evening was a pitch 
for membership. Along with the 'courting' gesture it was sug- 
gested that if day-side actors saw fit to join they might stand a 
chance of finding their name on an Emmy. "Some of the actors 
bought that and joined," he said. "I didn't buy. I think it's 
ridiculous that they don't consider daytime television for awards. 


Besides making money and the personal satisfaction that one 


achieves in keeping a role in such a competitive market.. .there's 
one more thing that makes Don Stewart tick. "I get letters 
addressed to Don Stewart from people who actually care about 
Michael Bauer," he said. "A few months ago I received a letter 
from a nurse who takes care of a bedridden woman. She wrote 
that 'caring about Michael Bauer* was an important part of her 
patient's life. If I can give people something they need and 
entertain at the same time...

Arlington Heights 
Road To Open 
After Labor Day 


Elk Grove Village residents coining 


home after the three-day Labor Day 
weekend should be able to use at least 
two lanes of Arlington Heights Road be- 
tween 111. Rte. 72 and the Salt Creek 
Bridge, according to Cook County High- 
way Department officials. 


A spokesman for the highway depart- 


ment said Wednesday that construction 
crews were pushing to open all four 
lanes for traffic, but two lanes would be 
open by Labor Day unless there was a 
delay because of weather. 


Originally two lanes were to have been 


opened Aug. 15, but heavy rains this 
summer delayed progress on the road- 
way, the spokesman said. 


A 1.4-mile stretch of Arlington Heights 


Road in Elk Grove Village was closed in 
February to rebuild and widen the two- 
lane road to four lanes and erect a new 
bridge at the creek. 


The deadline for completion of the 


thoroughfare by Rock Road Construction 
Co. is Oct. 15. By that time all curbs and 
medians and landscaping is to be fin- 
ished. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE officials had 


hoped earlier this summer that two lanes 
of Arlington Heights Road would be 


opened in July to ease the problems 
caused by the detours around the main 
Arlington Heights roadway. 


However, county highway officials re- 


portedly decided that opening part of the 
road at that time would bring heavy traf- 
fic which would delay completion of the 
project. 


The road currently is open to local 


traffic, but some workers have said the 
cars have not interfered with progress 
on the highway. 


The construction has meant more traf- 


fic on nearby residential streets, and a 
plan was initiated in June to force ve- 
hicles to use Wildwood Road instead of 
other interior streets to get around the 
construction. 


The plan prohibits traffic from going 


north on the four residential streets 
which intersect Landmeier between Wild- 
wood and Arlington Heights roads. One- 
way restrictions also were put into effect 
on Little Higgins Road and Gaylor 
Streets . 
Elk Grove Village Police have been sta- 
tioned along Arlington Heights Road to 
discourage "through" traffic until the 
road is officially opened.

Last year's village taxes were 2 per cent 
less than those of 1970, for a 6 per cent 
reduction in the municipal tax levy in the 
past two years.

corporate purposes, the levy ordinance 
includes $251,000 for outstanding bonds 
and interest, $388,000 for the library, 
$80,000 for the Illinois Municipal Retire- 
ment Fund, $85,000 for the firemen's pen- 
sion fund, $65,000 for the police pension 
fund and $6,000 for civil defense. 


The $700,000 general levy added to 


about $2 million in anticipated income 
from other sources, including sales and 
income tax rebates, goes to support the 
municipal budget of $2.7 million. 


Both the general corporate fund and 


the library fund are levied at the max- 
imum rate. 


Coney said an anticipated 17.5 per cent 


increase in assessed valuation over last 
year plus decreases in bond and interest 
payments and in the rate for the police 
pension fund led to the predicted de- 
crease in village property tax bills. 


However, he cautioned that the de- 


crease would be realized only if the as- 
sessed property valuation in the village 
does go up the 17,5 per cent to $247 mil- 
lion. In 1971 the assessed value was 
$210.2 million, and the general corporate 
levy was $600,000. 


This means that a house with a market 


value of $42,000 that is assessed at 
$12,300 would be billed $79 in village 
taxes, or $3 less than last year, he said.

Fire Departments Practice 
Underwater Recovery Drills 


Representatives from 20 area fire de- 


partments practiced underwater recov- 
ery techniques in Lake Briarwood near 
Mount Prospect recently. 


The men are part of the Mutual Aid 


Box Alarm System, formed about a year 
ago. The diving program, in which the 
men respond wherever there is a drown- 
ing or boating mishap, has been in oper- 
ation only since July 15. 


Mount Prospect Fireman Don Rey- 


nolds, coordinator of the underwater re- 
covery program, said the drill consisted 
of dropping objects to the bottom of the 
lake and then recovering them. 


Reynolds said the purpose in using di- 


vers for underwater recovery is to elimi- 
nate the use of hooks in searching for 
drowning victims. "It is a much more 
humane way," he said. 


All the fire departments in the North- 


west suburbs participate in the program. 
A boat, motor and trailer, which normal- 
ly cost about $2,000 was purchased from 
Nelson Marine Inc. of Des Plaines for 
$600 The firm will also donate a new 
motor each year, Reynolds said. 


The boat is kept at Mount Prospect's 


Fire Station Two, because of its central 
location 


Reynolds said that his emergency 


team has been called three times since 
operation began. They aided in the 
search for a 16-year-old Chicago youth 
who drowned in Beck Lake (east of 
Mount Prospect in the Cook County For- 
est Preserve) and for a Schaumburg 
youth who drowned in the retention basin 
near Kirchoff and Wilke roads in Arling- 
ton Heights.

Wheel Tax Decision Expected Soon 


A decision is expected Monday on the 


suit challenging the constitutionality of 
Cook County's tax on vehicles in unin- 
corporated areas. 


The class-action suit was filed four 


months ago in behalf of unincorporated 
area residents throughout Cook County. 


'The suit contends the annual tax on 


vehicles is unconstitutional because reve- 
nues benefit all Cook County citizens 
even though the tax is collected only 
from those living in unincorporated parts 
of the county. 


Plaintiffs in the suit are the Prospect 


H e i g h t s 
Improvement Association 


(PHIA), a large homeowners group; and 
the Cook County School Bus Co. of unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. 


The county board enacted the yearly 


tax rate last December. Taxes on new 
car sales and on mobile homes in the 


county were approved at the same time. 


S H O R T L Y THEREAFTER home- 


owners groups in various parts of Cook 
County organized a drive to have the tax 
thrown out. Several protest rallies, in- 
cluding one at Hersey High School in Ar- 
lington Heights, were held to raise funds 
for the legal fight and to collect signa- 
tures on petitions opposing the tax. 


After the filing of the suit the revenues 


from the controversial wheel tax were 
placed in a special account pending the 
outcome of the legal battle. 


In July Cook County Board President 


George Dunne announced that revenue 
from the tax would be earmarked for the 
Cook County Sheriff's Police, which is 
concerned primarily with law enforce- 
ment in unincorporated areas. 


Arguments on the suit were heard by 


Judge Edward Sarnow July 21 in circuit 
court. He announced then that a ruling 
would be ready. 


An attorney for the plaintiffs has said 


that he expects the losing side in the suit 
to appeal the matter to the Illinois Su- 
preme Court.

teachers in the district this year. He 
would make no prediction on the out- 
come of the upcoming vote. 


Halter could not say how long it would 


take before the two sides reach a settle- 
ment. "It may go well into September 
before the salary package is settled," he 
said. 


"It's normal for the teachers to have a 


contract before or shortly after school 
starts but there are some districts that 
still don't have settlements with school 
scheduled to start in about a week." 


No date has been agreed on as yet to 


further discuss the salary package.

Sparse attendance by park district rep-

began this spring. While each park dis- 
trict is responsible for planning its own 
route, the meetings are attempting to get 
the community trails to meet at munici- 
pal boundaries.

Other districts in the original group are 


Palatine, Arlington Heights, Salt Creek, 
Elk Grove, Des Plaines, Mount Prospect, 
Rolling Meadows and Prospect Heights. 


Many park district trails are still on 


the drawing boards. Others, like Elk 
Grove Village, are in use.. The Palatine 
Park District has all plans set pending 
passage of an October referendum to 
fund the trail. 


The goal of the group is one continuous 


bicycle trail throughout the Northwest 
suburbs. Some of the more grandiose 
plans call for blacktopped routes through 
Commonwealth Edison or forest preserve 
rights-of-way. Other districts are relying 
upon existing streets and parks for their 


trails. 


Edison rights-of-way may be the an- 


swer to routes in Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and other communities whose 
plans are not yet firm. A recent lease 
arrangement between the utility com- 
pany and Palatine could set a precedent 
for other park districts, Atty Roger 
Bjorvik told representatives at the last 
meeting.

Survey Of Golf Course 
To Get U. S. Aid Slated 


A representative of the Bureau of Out- 


door Recreation (BOR) will survey the 
Buffalo Grove Golf Course next weekl 
The village board has submitted a 
request to the federal agency for aid in 
purchasing the facility. 


Originally. Village Pres. Gary Arm- 


strong had said he would go to Spring- 
field to make a personal appeal for the 
funds. The board is hoping for a grant to 
finance half the estimated $1.3 million 
purchase price. The trustees will issue, 
revenue bonds to cover the other half. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson dispelled ru- 


mors Thursday that someone else had al- 
ready bought the golf course from the 
current owner. Harold Friedman. Larson 
said, "We have an option on that proper- 
ty." 


Although Larson estimates the chances 


of Buffalo Grove receiving the federal 
grant are "very good," there are a 
couple of other alternative funding meth- 
ods available, he said. 


The village could buy the golf course 


using a lease-purchase arrangement, 
paying for it with revenues from the op- 
eration over a 10-year period. Or, a gen- 


eral obligation bond issue could be used 
to cover the entire cost. 


LARSON SAID the fact that the village 


intends to keep the golf course as a pub- 
lic facility should be influential" in per- 
suading the BOR to grant the village's 
funding request. 


"Many courses in the area have al- 


ready been purchased for private devel- 
opment," Larson said. "This is a good 
chance for Buffalo Grove to demonstrate 
to the government the need for a village 
to maintain open space. They did it for 
private gain, we're doing it for public 
benefit." 


LARSON SAID the decision of the BOR 


will also be based on the recommenda- 
tion of the Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission. That agency is currently 
contacting several area agencies to get 
their reaction to having the village oper- 
ate the golf course. 


Larson said the park district and the 


Cook County Highway Department, 
among others have been contacted to 
make sure the purchase of the golf 
course is in accord with their projections 
of the future needs of residents of Lake 
and Cook counties.

At first it looked like a wet, soggy gray 


sausage — but the big, black letters 
spelling out GOODYEAR gave the secret 
away. The rubber company's blimp, 
"America," had landed at Pal-Waukee 
Airport. 


The 192-foot airship glided into the lo- 


cal airport Wednesday evening when 
stormy weather prevented it from land- 
ing at Rockford, its intended destination 
for the night. 


The 16-man ground crew set up the 


temporary mooring mast as surprised 
motorists drove by on Wolf Road. The 
blimp and its crew had been in Chicago a 
week ago, stationed at Midway Airport, 
but yesterday it was en route from Lan- 
sing, Mich., to Minneapolis. 


Ground crewmen stood by in the light 


rain and answered questions as motorists 
stopped and waded across the soggy field 
to see the pudgy giant at close range. 


An airport employe in a Jeep asked if 


the people were bothering the crewmen, 
and a crewman replied, "Nope. People 
are our business." 


THE CREWMEN show amazing pa- 


tience as they answer any questions from 
bystanders. The most common queries? 
"How many lights are on the sides; how 
long is it; — and how can'I get a ride in 
it?'" 


Without hesitation, the answers come 


- 7,560 lights, 192 feet, and — the blimp 
was not at Pal-Waukee to give rides, so 
the answer Wednesday to the last ques- 
tion was — "You can't." But at most . 
regular stops, half-hour rides are the 
delight of blimp fans. 


The crew knows a few more details. 


The America holds 2,002 cubic feet of he- 
lium, cruises about 15,000 miles « year, 
flies at a maximum of 8,500 feet, and is 
powered by two, 210-horsepower aircraft 
engines with pusher props. 


More interestingly, the craft can travel 


as fast backwards as forwards, and is 
covered with a thin skin of neoprene-dac- 
ron, about as thick as canvas. The blimp 


can travel as fast as 50 miles per hour, 
but usually cruises at a comfortable 35 
m.p.h. 


As the America cruises the countryside 


during the summer months, she is follow- 
ed on the ground by a bus, a semi-trailer 
packed with equipment, a station wagon 
and several crew members' family cars. 


THE LARGE panels of colored lights 


on the bulging sides of the blimp are op- 
erated by a sophisticated computer that 
can create animated cartoons and print- 
ed messages. A typewriter console in the 
semi-trailer can also transmit to the 
lights and create messages in the sky as 
fast as the operator can type them. 


The America, one of four airships oper- 


ated by Goodyear Rubber Co., has al- 
ready put 9,000 miles under her plump 


belly. Two of her sister ships, the May- 
flower and Columbia, tour other parts of 
the United States, and the newest of the 
elite fleet, the Europa, is being prepared 
in Europe to cover the Olympic events. 
That airship willl be based in Rome. 


Millions of television viewers are used 


to seeing the blimps at professional foot- 
, ball games, but Captain Lee Cermak, a 
10-year veteran pilot of the bulky bal- 
loon, says the view isn't so good. "It's 
like watching ants, without the benefit of 
an announcer," he said. 


That may make football fans in the up- 


per decks of the stadiums feel better — 
but a person can't help but yearn to be in 
the small cabin with the pilots as the 
great gray airship lifts almost ef- 
fortlessly off the ground. It's a great 
life. 


Red Tape Here Easily Cut 


Got a complaint, but you're not sure 


who should hear it? The Buffalo Grove 
municipal bureaucracy is not nearly as 
complicated as it may seem. 


The public works, engineering and in- 


spection departments are organized un- 
der the community development agency, 
headed by village Engineer Arnold Sea- 
berg. All three offices are located in the 
village hall. 


Public works is in charge of sanitary 


and storm sewer maintenance, monitor- 
ing the village's water supply and taking 
care of all public improvements. This in- 
cludes repairing streets and curbs and 
mowing village land. 


Public works director Bill Davis is the 


man to call if you find water or sewage 
in your basement, if mosquitoes are a 
problem, or if someone has stolen the 
street sign on the corner. The public 
works department is in the basement of 
the village hall, 50 Raupp Blvd. 


Bill Dettmer has the dual title of chief 


inspector for the village and assistant 


fire chief. The inspection department, 
also in the basement of the village haO, 
enforces all structural, plumbing, elec- 
trical, mechanical, fire prevention and 
zoning laws. 


Residents wishing to build a swimming 


pool, add on a room, or do any construc- 
tion must apply to the inspection depart- 
ment for the proper permits. Anyone sus- 
pecting a possible building code violation 
should also contact this department. 


Not many village residents have occa- 


sion to deal with the engineering depart- 
ment directly. However, drainage and 
flooding problems are often passed on to 
the specialists in this area to determine 
the causes and investigate possible solu- 
tions. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson, hired by the 


village board, oversees the operations of 
these three departments, in addition to 
dealing with all other matters concerning 
the community. His office is on the first 
floor.

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Four Seen As Possible Candidates For Palatine Mayor

Who's going to be the next mayor of 


Palatine? 


Or, perhaps simpler, who's not going to 


be the mayor? 


For one, the incumbent, Jack Moodie, 


who says he's had enough. After 12 years 
on the village board, the last six as may- 
or, he'll be stepping down in April 


Ileyond that, it's an open field. Not 


even Moodie can suggest a logical suc- 
cessor. 


But four names keep popping up as 


possible mayoral Candidates 


The four are all long-time residents of 


Palatine. They've all had considerable 
experience in local affairs 


And, as could be expected, they're all 


evasive about their intentions. But all 
four admit they're considering throwing 
their hats into the ring. 


The four: Clayton W Brown, Terry L

Leighty, Wendell E. Jones and James A. 
Humphrey 


BROWN, LEIGHTY and Jones are vil- 


lage trustees; Humphrey is a former 
High School Dist. 211 Board member and 
board president. 


Brown and Leighty are members of the 


Village Independent Party (VIP), and 
have indicated they would not run for 
mayor without the party's endorsement. 


Likewise, Jones and Humphrey, both 


Republicans, are not likely to run with- 
out their party's blessings 


The reason: With the growing size of 


Palatine, it's no longer feasible for an 
independent to compete with the well or- 
ganized and well financed political par- 
ties. 


But the mayoral field may not be limit- 


ed to two contenders when the deadline 
for filing for office is reached in Decem-

In fact, three groups were mentioned 


by political observers in Palatine as pos- 
sible sources of mayoral candidates. 


—Republicans seeking a new base of 


support, especially if Palatine Township 
government is eliminated in the fall ref- 


erendum. Possible candidate: former 
mayor Howard I. Olsen. 


—Homeowners associations seeking 


representation in village affairs, notably 
the Hunting Ridge subdivision, which has 
a resident on the plan commission, and 
Reseda, which has no residents in village 
g o v e r n m e n t . Possible candidate: 
Humphrey, a former vice president of 
the Reseda 
homeowners association, 


though the 'homeowners are more likely 
to put up a candidate for trustee than for 
mayor 


FORMER MEMBERS of the village 


board. Possible candidates: David Yeats 
and Howard Kutz. 


Of the three trustees considered most 


likely contenders for mayor, Leighty's 
and Jones' terms expire in April; 
Brown's in April, 1975. Thus, if Brown 
runs for mayor and loses, he would still

association's position demanding that 
guarantees on working conditions be in- 
serted in the contract. At that meeting 
the teachers also agreed that they will 
not go on strike even though the contract 
dispute is not settled and school is sched- 
uled to open today. 


In reporting the teachers' action to the 


board, Verdonck said, "We think it is of 
the utmost urgency that we return to the 
bargaining table and that we remain 
there until we have settled the differ- 
ences which have divided us so far." 


Verdonck also affirmed that the teach- 


ers will return to work without a con- 
tract. The last negotiations meeting be- 
tween the board and association was held 
on Aug. 14. A meeting scheduled last 
Sunday was canceled by the board. 


Verdonck called the board action in 


canceling last Sunday's meeting "an act 
of indifference not to mention bad faith." 
He said the association officers are will- 
ing to meet with the board today and 
over the weekend in an effort to reach 
tentative agreement on the entire con- 
tract including salaries for the coming 
school year. 


Until agreement is reached on the con- 


tract, teachers will be paid according to 
the salary schedule in effect last year 
Teachers who were in the district will 
receive a raise for the additional years 
of working experience. 


IN OTHER ACTION the board voted to 


deny a request for a one year leave of 
absence from Ron Avery. 


Avery has been head of the associ- 


ation's negotiating team since last spring 
and had requested the leave so he could 
go to work for the South Dakota Educa- 
tion Association as a professional nego- 
tiations consultant. 


Supt. Richard Kolzy recommended that 


the board deny Avery's request pointing 
out it does not fit with the board's policy 
on leaves of absence. The board's policy 
provided that leave may be granted to 
teachers for "professional study." Avery 
was a physics teacher at Palatine High 
School. 


THE PROPOSED PALATINE bicycle trail runs along'2'/i 
mites of Commonwealth-Edison right-of-way. The trail is 
part of a $1.4 million park district referendum set for 
sometime in October. Unlike some other districts' plans, 


Palatine's trail will be a blacktopped surface away from 
village streets. Some park districts will rely on existing 
roads for their trail if no right-of-way runs through tht 
community. 


Little Progress On Biketvay 


Sparse attendance by park district rep- 


resentatives held up progress on area bi- 
cycle trail hookups yesterday. Five of 
the ten park districts hi the informal coa- 
lition snowed up to exchange maps of 
their proposed routes. 


A move to coordinate local bike trails 


began this spring. While each park dis- 
trict is responsible for planning its own 
route, the meetings are attempting to get 
the community trails to meet at munici- 
pal boundaries. 


Railroad tracks and multi-lane high- 


ways are barriers between communities, 
such as Buffalo Grove and Wheeling. 
Other districts in the original group are 
Palatine, Arlington Heights, Salt Creek, 
Elk Grove, Des Plaines, Mount Prospect, 
Rolling Meadows and Prospect Heights. 


Many park district trails are still on 


the drawing boards. Others, like Elk 
Grove Village, are in use.. The Palatine 


Park District has all plans set pending 
passage of an October referendum to 
fund the trail. 


The goal of the group is one continuous 


bicycle trail throughout the Northwest 
suburbs. Some of the more grandiose 
plans call for blacktopped routes through 
Commonwealth Edison or forest preserve 
rights-of-way. Other districts are relying 
upon existing streets and parks for their 
trails. 


Edison rights-of-way may be the an- 


swer to routes in Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and other communities whose 
plans are not yet firm. A recent lease 
arrangement between the utility com- 
pany and Palatine could set a precedent 
for other park districts, Atty. Roger 
Bjorvik told representatives at the last 
meeting. 


Much of the land for Palatine's pro- 


posed trail is a 185-foot swath through 
the right-of-way. The actual trail is the 
middle 85 feet, with 50 feet on either side 
licensed to residents along the path. Up- 
keep, formerly the responsibility of Edi- 
son, goes to the park district and the 
residents. 


Bjorvik Jias been active in organizing 


the districts and is considering other pos- 
sible lease arrangements with the utility 
company for bicycle trails. 


With half the districts at yesterday's 


meeting, the representatives could only 
rehash their current plans. Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Arlington Heights and 
Salt Creek trails are still in their in- 
fancy, but park district workers are 
coordinating possible joining points with 
each other. 


Another meeting was set for Sept. 28 at 


1:30 p.m. in the Olympic Park adminis- 
trative offices, Arlington Heights.

St. Viator Excites Me: President 
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Brother Leo V. Ryan, a nationally 


know educator and management special- 
ist, has been named President of St. Via- 
tor High School in Arlington Heights, a 
post which he assumes today as the 
school embarks on its most innovative 
and experimental school year. 


Brother Ryan, who numbers among his 


degrees a doctorate in management and 
educational administration, is one of the 
architects of St. Viator's new fall pro- 
grams and comes to the school with what 
a spokesman for the St. Viator Board of 
Trustees termed "special academic and 
m a n a g e m e n t credentials, an inter- 
national experience and a nationally rec- 
ognized competence... 


Acting under the more prestigious title 


of president of the institution, Brother 
Ryan will be the chief administrator for 
the Catholic high school and be the stew- 
ard of the education offered by the 
school to its enrollment of 1,100 boys. 


FOR BROTHER Leo Ryan, the job is 


one he describes m terms of challenges 
rather than dilemmas, avenues of explor- 


ation rather than reasons for timidity. 


On the eve of the formal announcement 


of his appointment to the office of presi- 
dent, Brother Ryan said he anticipated 
only good fortune for the school's new 
programs 


Beginning with the new school year 


this fall, students at St. Viator will be 
allowed to choose between four programs 
offered by the high school. Participation 
in one of the four — science, social sci- 
ence, humanities and a traditional cur- 
riculum '— is aimed at bringing students 
and teachers into a greater participation 
with the learning process. The structure 
is considered highly innovative and 
geared to the idea of the student as a 
partner in — rather than just a recipient 
of — the task of education. 


Brother Ryan explains this new role 


for the school with the language and the 
gestures of a man for whom the in- 
tellectural pursuits of education absorb 
and force his hands to inscribe para- 
bolas and stages of logic in the air. 


Brother Ryan, in addition to his aca- 


demic background, comes to the presi- 
dency of St. Viator from stints of govern- 
ment and church service which took him 
far abroad. He was the first Catholic 
churchman to be a member of the Peace 
Corps, serving from 1966 to 1968, much of 
it in Nigeria.

FROM 1968 to 1969, Brother Ryan 


served in Rome as consultant to several 
Vatican agencies concerned with educa- 
tion and development. 


He is a member of many distinguished 


national committees of education and re- 
ligion. 


And now, he is at St. Viator, a place he 


says excites and challenges him and 
which he describes, characteristically, as 
"an opportunity to serve." 


" For me," he says, "there is nothing 


more personal than education. Nothing 
more challenging than the student and 
the teacher together, finding something 
together for the benefit of the student.

In other towns a weekly band concert 


is an affable event. But here, they didn't 
socialize. They listened to the perform- 
ance. It was no ice cream social; char- 
acteristic of the event elsewhere. 


Kids sat quietly with their parents who 


tapped their feet to the marches of John 
Phillip Sousa and the like. 


Even the man with a cooler filed with 


beer spoke in a soft tone. No one noticed 
him.

Even you can be mayor.

ball game on TV, Wouldn't you rather be 
the leader of your community? 


Here's what it takes: One year's resi- 


dency in Palatine, registration as a voter 
and petitions signed by five to eight per 
cent of the number of persons who voted 
in the last village election. 


The total number of votes cast in the 


15T71 election was 1,717, so an independent 
candidate would need between 86 and 137 
signatures to get his name on the ballot.

Their can- 
didates need only one-half of one per

THE GOODYEAR BLIMP "America" lifted its gray 
hulk from the ground at Pal-Waukee airport yes- 
terday morning after spending the night moored 


there. The blimp, on its way to an overnight stay at 
Rockford, was forced to land here because of 
stormy weather to the north. As the airship glides 


in for a landing Wednesday night it surprised 
many motirists driving in the area of the airport. 


Emergency Landing At Pal-Waukee 
Goodyear, Bad Night For Blimp

At first it looked like a wet, soggy gray 


sausage — but the big, black letters 
spelling out GOODYEAR gave the secret 
away. The rubber company's blimp, 
"America," had landed at Pal-Waukee 
Airport. 


The 192-foot airship glided into the lo- 


cal airport Wednesday evening when 
stormy weather prevented it from land- 
ing at Rockford, its intended destination 
for the night. 


The 16-man ground crew set up the 


temporary mooring mast as surprised 
motorists drove by on Wolf Road. The 
blimp and its crew had been in Chicago a 
week ago, stationed at Midway Airport, 
but yesterday it was en route from Lan- 
sing, Mich., to Minneapolis. 


Ground crewmen stood by in the light 


rain and answered questions as motorists 
stopped and waded across the soggy field 
to see the pudgy giant at close range. 


An airport employe in a Jeep asked if 


the people were bothering the crewmen, 
and a crewman replied, "Nope. People 
are our business." 


THE CREWMEN show amazing pa- 


tience as they answer any questions from 
bystanders. The most common queries? 
"How many lights are on the sides; how 
long is it; — and how can I get a ride in 
it?'"

Without hesitation, the answers come 


- 7,560 lights, 192 feet, and - the blimp 
was not at Pal-Waukee to give rides, so 
the answer Wednesday to the last ques- 
tion was — "You can't." But at most 
regular stops, half-hour rides are the 
delight of blimp fans. 


The crew knows a'few more details. 


The America holds 2,002 cubic feet of he- 
lium, cruises about 15,000 miles a year, 
flies at a maximum of 8,500 feet, and is 
powered by two, 210-horsepower aircraft 
engines with pusher props. 


More interestingly, the craft can travel 


as fast backwards as forwards, and is 
covered with a thin skin of neoprene-dac- 
ron, about as thick as canvas. The blimp 
can travel as fast as 50 miles per hour, 
but usually cruises at a comfortable 35 
m.p.h. 


As the America cruises the countryside 


during the summer months, she is follow- 
ed on the ground by a bus, a semi-trailer 
packed with equipment, a station wagon 
and several crew members' family cars. 


THE LARGE panels of colored lights 


on the bulging sides of the blimp are op- 
erated by a sophisticated computer that 


can create animated cartoons and print- 
ed messages. A typewriter console in the 
semi-trailer can also transmit to the 
lights and create messages in the sky as 
fast as the operator can type them. 


The America, one of four airships oper- 


ated by Goodyear Rubber Co., has al- 
ready put 9,000 miles under her plump 
belly. Two of her sister ships, the May- 
flower and Columbia, tour other parts of 
the United States, and the newest of the 
elite fleet, the Europa, is being prepared 
in Europe to cover the Olympic events. 
That airship willl be based in Rome. 


Millions of television viewers are used 


to seeing the blimps at professional foot- 
ball games, but Captain Lee Cermak, a 
10-year veteran pilot of the bulky bal- 
loon, says the view isn't so good. "It's 
like watching ants, without the benefit of 
an announcer," he said. 


That may make football fans in the up- 


per decks of the stadiums feel better — 
but a person can't help but yearn to be in 
the small cabin with the pilots as the 
great gray airship lifts almost ef- 
fortlessly off the ground. It's a great 
life.

State Approves 
School's Special 
Education Plans 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 offi- 


cials have received state approval of 
their plans to implement a mandatory 
statewide special education program for 
3 and 4-year-olds. 


Under state House Bills 322 and 323, 


school districts must make provisions for 
special education programs for children 
in the preschool age group who have 
learning disabilities. 


The mahi thrust of the program this 


year will be to identify, screen and regis- 
ter students with learning disabilities. 
These include partially sighted, hard of 
hearing, physically and mentally handi- 
capped, emotionally disturbed and re- 
tarded learning. District officials also 
will be planning a comprehensive pro- 
gram for the preschoolers. 


Preschoolers with severe mental or 


Expansion Of 
Library Will 
Start In Sept. 


Expansion of the Rolling Meadows 


Public ybrary is expected to start in 
September with completion scheduled for 
November. 


The library board Wednesday night ac- 


cepted the low bid of $48,980 from Kohler 
and Sons of Arlington Heights to do the 
expansion work. This was one of four 
bids submitted. 


Remodeling of the library facilities and 


a bike rack were deleted from the bid. 
Virginia Connell, librarian, said this 
should cut back the cost by nearly $1,000. 


"Hopefully we will be able to stay open 


during the remodeling. We are sure 
going to try," said Miss Connell. Since 
most of the work is being done in the 
basement area she said there shouldn't 
be too much disruption in the present li- 
brary facilities. 


The focal point of the expansion is the 


library basement which is being con- 
verted into a children's library. 


A LARGE storytime pit is being con- 


structed in the basement for children's 
story hours. The pit will be a carpeted, 
sunken area about 20 feet square. A pro- 
jection screen and light box will be built 
into the pit for a variety of visual presen- 
tations to accompany the stories. 


Other plans for the library basement 


are construction of an enlarged period- 
ical storage area, a conference-meeting 
room and a librarian's office with facil- 
ities for art work. 


The children's library now occupies a 


portion of the main level. A new refer- 
ence room will be constructed in this 
area and the present reference room con- 
verted into more office space. 


The project is the first two phases of a 


three-phase expansion of the library 
being funded by the city from sales tax 
revenue. The final phase of the ex- 
pansion calls for a wing to be added to 
the library. The total expansion is ex- 
pected to cost $183,360. 


physical handicaps will be referred to 
the Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
tion Organization (NSSEO) and placed in 
programs this year at places like the 
Samuel Kirk Center in Palatine. 


THE DISTRICT is not required to start 


programs for the other students with 
learning disabilities until the 1973-74 
school year but has planned to launch a 
small scale pilot program in the spring. 
The pilot program will concentrate in the 
areas of delayed language development 
and disabib'ty of movement. 


It is easier to start with a small group 


and learn what needs to be done, said 
Mrs. Lorita Langley, director of pupil 
personnel services. 


Although registration started last May, 


district officials still have no idea of how 
many preschoolers will qualify for the 
program. They are hoping information 
from the school census, currently being 
compiled, will help them know how many 
students to plan for. 


Registration forms for the program 


are available in all of the schools in 
Dist. 15. 


Mrs. Harriet Foster, director of special 


education, explained when the registra- 
tion forms are filled out district officials 
will gather all the information about the 
c h i l d they can, including doctor's 
records, and a nurse from the district 
will contact the parents for help in iden- 
tifying the child's problem. 


WHEN ALL THE reports and data 


have been gathered a screening com- 
mittee will review them and decide what 
step should be taken next. This might 
entail counseling of the parents, more 
screening of the child or placement in a 
program, said Mrs. Foster. 


"This is a diagnostic developmental 


program. We don't want to label children 
at such an early age," emphasized Mrs. 
Langley, "Our focus will be on the child 
not on a label." 


Mrs. Langley said the district officials 


have not completed plans for the pro- 
gram but she envisions the programs 
being held two or three hours a day, two 
or three times a week.

Beginning with the new school year 


this fall, students at St. Viator will be 
allowed to choose between four programs 
offered by the high school. Participation 
in one of the four — science, social sci- 
ence, humanities and a traditional cur- 
riculum — is aimed at bringing students 
and teachers into a greater participation 
with the learning process. The structure 
is considered highly innovative and 
geared to the idea of the student as a 


partner in — rather than just a recipient 
of — the task of education. 


Brother Ryan explains this new role 


for the school with the language and the 
gestures of a man for whom the in- 
tellectural pursuits of education absorb 
and force his hands to inscribe para- 
bolas and stages of logic in the air. 


Brother Ryan, in addition to his aca- 


demic background, comes to the presi- 
dency of St. Viator from stints of govern- 
.ment and church service which took him 
far abroad. He was the first Catholic 
churchman to be a member of the Peace 
Corps, serving from 1966 to 1968, much of 
it in Nigeria. 


FROM 1968 to 1969, Brother Ryan 


served in Rome as consultant to several 
Vatican agencies concerned with educa- 
tion and development. 


He is a member of many distinguished 


national committees of education and re- 
ligion. 


And now, he is at St. Viator, a place he 


says excites and challenges him and 
which he describes, characteristically, as 
"an opportunity to serve." 


" For me," he says, "there is nothing 


more personal than education. Nothing 
more challenging than the student and 
the teacher together, finding something 
together for the benefit of the student 
Always for the benefit of the student."

Little Progress On Bikeicay 


Sparse attendance by park district rep-

began this spring. While each park dis- 
trict is responsible for planning its own 
route, the meetings are attempting to get 
the community trails to meet at munici- 
pal boundaries.

Byrd, Salt Creek, Cook and Clearmont 
in Elk Grove Village; Forest View, Jay, 
and Frost in Mount Prospect; and Brent- 
wood and High Ridge Knolls in Des 
Plaines. 


Holmes and Dempster junior high 


school boundaries are also being consid- 
ered for possible changes. 


The school board must consider and 


a p p r o v e any recommendations for 
changes to be official. 


THE BOARD HAS changed boundaries 


for Frost, Jay, Forest View, Brentwood 
and High Ridge Knolls. The changes had 
been an administrative action by District 
Supt. James Erviti, and were approved 
Aug. 21 by the board. 


Boundary changes are required be- 


cause the district is no longer ex- 
periencing a rapid student population 
growth. Statistics gathered by the com- 
mittee indicate that if no new housing 
was constructed, the overall K-8 popu- 
lation would decrease by 7 per cent in 
1977 compared to the present student 
population. Most of the decrease would 
be a 9 per cent drop in the K-5 school 
children. 


To this decreasing base enrollment, the 


committee added the estimated increase 
in students from new construction, both 
on-going and planned, for the next five 
years, to give the total enrollment for 
1972-1977. 


The committee then determined which 


schools would be overcrowded as a result 
of the new construction and made recom- 
mended changes to shift students to 
schools which would have the needed ca- 
pacity. 


The committee adopted five basic prin- 


ciples 
for making 
recommendations. 


These were: 


—WHEREVER POSSIBLE, boundary 


changes would be made to affect only 
developing or to be developed areas. If 
students who are now in the district are 
affected by changes, an effort will be 
made to minimize the number of such 
students. 


—Reasonable overcrowding is prefer- 


able to boundary changes. "Reasonable 
overcrowding" would be determined on a 
school-by-school basis. 


—Consideration would also be given 


past 1977 to minimize future boundary 
changes. 


—Temporary use of portable class- 


rooms should be considered to minimize 
shifting and provide flexibility. 


—If affected by changes, 
entering 


eighth grade students will be allowed to 
attend their present school until gradu- 
ation.

Without hesitation, the answers come 


— 7,560 lights, 192 feet, and — the blimp 
was not at Pal-Waukee to give rides, so 
the answer Wednesday to the last ques- 
tion was — "You can't." But at most 
regular stops, half-hour rides are the 
delight of blimp fans. 


The crew knows a few more details. 


The America holds 2,002 cubic feet of he- 
lium, cruises about 15,000 miles a year, 
flies at a maximum of 8,500 feet, and is 
powered by two, 210-horsepower aircraft 
engines with pusher props. 


More interestingly, the craft can travel 


as fast backwards as forwards, and is 
covered with a thin skin of neoprene-dac- 
ron, about as thick as canvas. The blimp 
can travel as fast as 50 miles per hour, 
but usually cruises at a comfortable 35 
m.p.h. 


As the America cruises the countryside 


during the summer months, she is follow- 
ed on the ground by a bus, a semi-trailer 
packed with equipment, a station wagon 
and several crew members' family cars. 


THE LARGE panels of colored lights 


on the bulging sides of the blimp are op- 
erated by a sophisticated computer that 


can create animated cartoons and print- 
ed messages. A typewriter console in the 
semi-trailer can also transmit to the 
lights and create messages in the sky as 
fast as the operator can type them. 


The America, one of four airships oper- 


ated by Goodyear Rubber Co., has al- 
ready put 9,000 miles under her plump 
belly. Two of her sister ships, the May- 
flower and Columbia, tour other parts of 
the United States, and the newest of the 
elite fleet, the Europa, is being prepared 
in Europe to cover the Olympic events. 
That airship willl be based in Rome. 
. 


Millions of television viewers are used 


to seeing the blimps at professional foot- 
ball games, but Captain Lee Cermak, a 
10-year veteran pilot of the bulky bal- 
loon, says the view isn't so good. "It's 
like watching ants, without the benefit of 
an announcer," he said. 


That may make football fans in the up- 


per decks of the stadiums feel better — 
but a person can't help but yearn to be in 
the small cabin with the pilots as the 
great gray airship lifts almost ef- 
fortlessly off the ground. It's a great 
life.

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Seek To Revitalise Business District 
Explore Parking Garage Financing

One of the major elements of the vil- 


lage administration's recent proposal for 
revitalizing the Arlington Heights central 
business district is the construction of a 
multiple-story parking garage on the 
Dunton Court parking lot. 


A major part of that project, if ap- 


proved, would be the financing. And in 
the proposal several alternative means 
of raising the estimated $1.3 million that 
each garage would cost are explored. 


The most viable alternatives, the re- 


port concludes, are parking revenue 
bonds, special assessment, or a special 
tax district based on a square footage 
tax and/or an assessed valuation tax. 


Ultimately, however, the report rejects 


all these alternatives and proposes fi- 
nancing through a combination of garage 
revenues, capital improvement funds 
partially funded by resident's taxes and 
parking system revenues. 


This triad, the report says, could be 


counted on to produce $100,000 each year, 
the minimum amount needed annually to 
retire the debt that would be incurred if 
the garage is built. 


THE $100,000 IS broken down as fol- 


lows: $30,000 from garage revenues, 
$55,000 from the village's capital im- 
provements budget and $15,000 from the 
parking system. 
, 


"If the initial garage contains 330 


spaces and usage is split, 100 spaces for 
free shopper parking, 100 spaces for local 
employe parking at prevailing all-day 


History Of Downtown Plans 


Like schemes for building a better 


mousetrap, plans for building up Arling- 
ton Heights' central business district 
have a long and not particularly illustri- 
ous history. 


The administration's current proposal 


for revitalizing the downtown area is the 
latest in a string of reports and studies 
on downtown Arlington Heights that 
stretches back at least to 1959. 


The 1959 comprehensive plan for Ar- 


lington Heights included a section on 
downtown business prospects and a sur- 
vey of merchant thinking on downtown 
parking, prepared by Planning Engineer 
John Best, was later attached to the 
plan. 


A new master plan for the village now 


is under study by the planning depart- 
ment and the master plan committee. In- 
cluded in this plan will be the findings of 
a private consulting firm, Larry Smith 
and Co., which is being paid $19,000 to 
prepare an economic base study of Ar- 


lington Heights. Part of that study will 
focus on the central business district. 


AMONG THE many points in the 1959 


master plan, which was prepared by the 
firm of Everet Kincaid and Associates, 
were recommendations for an underpass 
connecting Sigwalt Street and Foundry 
(now Kensington) Road, a grade separa- 
tion between Arlington Heights Road and 
the Chicago and North Western By. 
tracks, moving the railroad station out of 
the central business district to the east, 
more off-street parking and the creation 
of pedestrian malls. 


In 1967, Tec-Search Inc. produced a 


futuristic downtown plan which included 
depressed railroad tracks and office 
buildings which resembled the United 
Nations headquarters. 


In the same year the plan commission 


began a study of the transportation net- 
work in Arlington Heights that eventual- 
ly resulted in the village's Thoroughfare

In 
their dismissal resolution, the board 
charged Fender "has on four occasions 
in the current school year struck stu- 
dents not withstanding administrative 
admonitions that he refrain from so 
doing," 


Fender's attorneys contend that corpo-

sources of revenue such as the federal 
revenue sharing proposals," the report 
goes on. 


•'The remaining $15,000 per year is to 


be financed by the parking system." This 
would include money from commuter 
parking and parking fines. 


The principal disadvantage of this rev- 


enue plan, the report states, is that it 
does not provide direct monetary in- 
centives to the owners of undeveloped 
land to proceed with development. 


There is currently a total of more than 


one large .village block of vacant land or 
land supportinglfeld residences in the 
downtown area, the report finds. 


"However, it is felt that providing po- 


tential off-street parking for new devel- 
opments in lieu of on-site requirements 
will spur new construction since the land 
may then be more fully utilized for reve- 
nue producing operations," the report 
concludes. 


Both the special assessment and spe- 


cial tax district approaches to financing 
the garage are rejected in the report be- 
cause of their cost. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the report says, a 10 


cents per $100 of assessed valuation tax 
in the CBD (Central Business District) 
would yield only $4,100 per year, nearly 
$96,000 short of the needed amount. To 
raise even $50,000 a year, one half of 
what is needed, a tax rate of $1.20 per 
$100 of assessed valuation would have to 
be applied. This would mean an increase 
of 15.4 per cent in total taxes for CBD 
property owners,, the report says. 


Special assessment financing would 


have the advantage of spreading the cost 
over several years, dividing the total bill 
between special assessment to property 
owners and a public benefit which would 
be paid by the village. 


But because the CBD is split in half by 


the railroad tracks and Northwest High- 
way, the cost for each garage could be 
spread only over half of the CBD, the 
report states. 


The drawback to parking revenue 


bonds is a sacrifice to financing future 
projects. "It is currently difficult to sell 
parking revenue bonds without covenants 
restricting further bonding," the report 
says. 


Though revenue bonds could be sold to 


finance the first and even the second ga- 
rage, the village's bonding power would 
be virtually exhausted and could not be 
turned to for future changes in the park- 
ing system, the report concludes.

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Residents Blame Frontier Park For 
Problems

Water, water everywhere and not a 


drop to drink — at least not without boil- 
ing it first. 


This is the problem confronting resi- 


dents of Fernandez Avenue north of Pal- 
atine Road. When it rains as it has this 
week, water stands several feet deep in 
their yards, and they think this is the 
reason wells all along the street have 


been contaminated. Because they live in 
unincorporated Wheeling Township, the 
North Fernandez Avenue residents do 
not have village water. 


The residents point to nearby Frontier 


Park in Arlington Heights as the source 
of the problem. They say there was no 
major flooding in their area until the 
park was established three years ago. A 
group of the residents plan to confront 


the Arlington Heights Park Board with 
their complaints at its meeting Monday 
night. 


Betty Parks, 1990 N. Fernandez Ave., 


said she wrote UTthe park district two 
weeks ago, asking to be heard. She said 
Thomas Thornton, director of parks and 
recreation, agreed to hear them at the 
meeting but said the park district could 
not help. Mrs. Parks said about a dozen 


families will be represented at the meet- 
ing. 


THE RESIDENTS want the park board 


to include a program of improvements at 
the park in its upcoming budget, which is 
to be approved Aug. 31. Mrs. Parks cited 
three steps she believes will help alle- 
viate the problem: 


— Enlarge the retention basin in the 


We Can't Help Flooding Problems: Park Director

Park District director of parks and rec- 
reation, says there is nothing the park 
district can do to help residents of N.

Thornton disagrees with suggestions 


made by Betty Parks, a resident on the 
street. Mrs. Parks called for expansion 
of the park's retention basin, construc- 


tion of a new basin and curbing for the 
east side of the road that runs through 
Frontier Park. 


Thornton said the existing basin cannot 


be enlarged, "or we'd have standing wa- 
ter in the park." To eliminate standing 
water, Thornton said an elaborate and 
expensive pumping station would have to 
be built to pump the water into storm 
sewers along Kennicott Avenue. And the 
park district has no plans for any of- the 
other improvements, he said. 


THORNTON MAINTAINS that 
the 


flooding problem existed before the park 
district took title to the land. He added 
that when the park was designed, meth- 
ods to handle the storm water were con- 
sidered. Thornton contends the park has 
not increased the amount of runoff from 
the land. 


"We've done all we can to help alle- 


viate the problem," Thornton said. He 
contends the problem

Road. He explained that a drainage ditch 
that once ran along the road was re- 
moved when the road was improved. 


"This is not the first time people from 


that area have come into a board meet- 
ing," Thornton said. "We've shown them 
the topography, we've had landscape ar- 
chitects and our attorney look into it. 
They (the residents) are going to have to 
put in a storm sewer." 


A storm sewer would cost the residents 


as much or more than it would cost the 
park board, because they would also 
have to pump the drainage to Kennicott 
Avenue. Land east of Fernandez is also 
unincorporated, so it has no storm sew- 
ers. 


park. 


— Build another basin south of the pre- 


sent basin. 


— Construct curbing on the east side of 


the park road. 


Mrs. Parks said the present basin is 


not large enough to hold all the runoff wa- 
ter from the park. What's more', she 
said, the basin is at a higher elevation 
than much of the park and ber's and her 
neighbors' yards, causing water to run 
into the yards and Fernandez Avenue 
rather than the present retention basin. 


She also said runoff from the park 


road could be redirected by building cur- 
bing on the east side of the road, the side 
that faces Fernandez. There is already 
curbing on the west side of the road. 


Mrs. Parks said the three suggestions 


were given her by Gene Willroth, Arling- 
ton Heights director of public works. 
Willroth could not be reached for com- 
ment, as he is on vacation. 


Mrs. Parks said residents have talked 


to Arlington Heights officials about pos- 
sible annexation of the street, but they 
were told it would be at least four years 
before the village would seek annexation, 
because much of the area is undeve- 
loped. The residents could petition for 
annexation, but Mrs. Parks said this 
would not solve the problem, becuase 
there still would be enough people liv- 


ing in the area to justify construction of a 
retention basin by the village. 


THE RESIDENTS have fears other 


than of contaminated water as a result of 
the flooding. After a rain such as hit Ar- 
lington Heights Wednesday, water covers 
Fernandez Avenue and drainage ditches 
on either side of the street. The water 
reaches depths of more than four feet, 
and residents fear that a child could 
drown 


The resident also fear that their prop- 


erty is de-valuing as a result of the flood- 
ing. Most of the homes in the area are 
pnced at some $35,000 to $40,000 


Because water stands in the yards, 


grass planted there often rots But even 
worse, residents say, is what the water is 
doing to their basements. 


A look in the basement of Norbert Gay- 


nor's home at 2000 N. Fernandez Ave. 
illustrates the problem. The basement 
floor looks like it hasn't been painted in 
years. Gaynor says he painted it this 
spring And water marks go half way up 
the basement wall, which is covered with 
mildew in places. Gaynor adds that the 
two pumps he runs full-time during rains 
have done no good. 


"This was just a short rain," Mrs. 


Parks said of Wednesdy's showers. "If 
rain comes in the spring when the 
ground is frozen, we're out of luck." 


A $10 3 million budget for the 1972-73 


fiscal year was adopted last night by the 
School Oist 25 Board of Education after 
a half-hour public hearing at which no 
one testified. 


The budget is $300,000 higher than the 


1971-72 budget, but the tax rate will not 
be affected. 


According to Donald V. Strong, super- 


intendent of the district, the basis for 
new revenue includes changes in the 
state aid formula as well as property re- 
assessments. 


State aid for the coming year will be 


over $150,000 more than last year's state 
aid 
because 
of state 
aid 
formula 


changes. The total assessed valuation of 
real property in Arlington Heights has 
gone up over $14 million in the past year, 
which will also add to the revenue of the 
district. 


"This budget represents the first phase 


in a period of stability," Strong said. 
"There is a trend toward cautious, 
steady and hopeful improvement in 
educational programs mirrored in the 
budget." 


Besides cost increases for personnel 


and material, the budget provides for 
more primary grade staffing, more staff- 
ing for learning disability classes, more 
teaching aids,, and more preventative 
building maintenance, Strong said.

Children Make A Cardboard Town

Just 30 feet from the altar in the chan- 


cel of the Lutheran Church of the Cross 
on Goebbert Road in Arlington Heights, a 
sign 
reads, 
"Hugh Hefner's 
Bunny 


Club." 


Inside the door, a bikini-clad doll with 


bunny ears greets the long line of curious 
children. But wait a minute before call- 
ing the church in disgust. 


The "Bunny Club" is made of cardboard 


and is part of a town" built by third and 
fourth graders at the Church Vacation 
School there. And the doll is just that — 
a three-foot make-believe being created 
with plastic and rubber. The club was 
conceived by the son of Janet Haines, 
who co-directs the school with Jeannine 
Devona. 


The town, labeled ''Maine Street" (Ed 


Muskie might be interested in that spell- 
ing), has been a two-week project of the 
eight and nine-year-olds. And the card- 
board store fronts are still rising faster 
than any pre-fab builder could hope for, 
in spite of the little girl sitting in a cor- 
ner, often missing the nail she's trying to 
hammer. 


Walking through the school made up of 


kids from 3 years of age through the 
sixth grade is like trying to cross North- 
west Highway at rush hour. Activity is at 
high-pitch throughout the church, send- 
ing the 54 volunteer teachers (that's 
about one for every two of the 123 kids) 
running to the kitchen for coffee to help 
them keep up with the youngsters. 


IN THE MUSIC room are the first and 


second graders who have left the "egg 
carton" flowers for 20 minutes to sing 
such songs as "Community — We Are 
One." The kids are singing louder than 
most congregations. And though they 
aren't the Mormon Tabernacle Choir, 
they are singing with energy and en- 
thusiasm , . . except for the little girl 
with brown pigtails who looks around 
sheepishly before offering candy to a boy 
with blond hair. 


And the teacher is one of the new 


adults at the school who seems as ener- 
getic as the kids. As the children sing, 


she points out the lyrics on a large post- 
er. 


After the song fest, the kids are 


treated to a tour of the town built by 
their older colleagues. Long lines form at 
the Bunny Club, where teachers were 
just in time to censor some photos placed 
in the club to make it more realistic, and 
at "Judy's Pizza Parlor," where Judy 
and her staff hand out pizza made from 
biscuit dough. 


Across the "street" is the sporting

On the front hangs a gen- 
uine painting of Ma and Pa, a la Grant 
Wood. 


Strolling outside, you have to dodge the 


kids in recreation class, who streak past 
at least as fast as a Chicago and North \ 
Western commuter train. Even the foot- 
ball team practicing next door at Forest 
View High School would be no match for 
these powerhouses. 


Drying in the sun are blue, green, red 


and yellow gingerbread men. But don't 
try to eat one or you'll be heading for the 
Alka-Seltzer. The tasty-looking morsels 
are art projects — and are definitely not 
edible. 


Back inside, the kindergarten young- 


sters are playing on the floor of their 
room, except for one boy who must be a 
little smarter than the rest. He is sitting 
in front of the fan, enjoying something of 
an oasis in the building that is not air 
conditioned. 


On the wall of the room are finger- 


paintings the kids have done of their 
homes. They look remarkably alike. 


Down the hill a shout rings out from 


the sixth-graders' area. 


"We're going on strike. There's not 


enough Kool Aid." 


Today is the last day of the school, and 


it did not come too soon for their teach- 
er. 


History Of Doivntown Plans

Plan. This plan was based on data sup- 
plied by the Chicago Area Transportation 
Study. 


The Thoroughfare Plan, which still is 


in force today, shifted the underpass pri- 
ority from Sigwalt-Foundry to the Arling- 
ton Heights Road grade crossing. 


THE NEXT major planning study was 


prepared during 1968-69 by DeLeuw-Cath- 
er and Co. This firm completed three 
studies — circulation, land use and grade 
separations —• and made a number of 
recommendations, the most controversial 
of which was a suggestion that a pattern 
of one-way streets be implemented in the 
downtown area. 


There are no plans for one-way streets 


in the latest administration proposal. 


The original 1968 one-way street plan 


proposed a clockwise traffic pattern 
around the perimeter of the business dis- 
trict using Slgwalt Street, Vail Avenue, 
Eastman Street and Evergreen Avenue.

Other points in the DeLeuw-Cather 


studies included moving the train station 
and depressing the railroad tracks. 


In 1968 dollars, the Arlington Heights 


Road underpass would have cost $3.5 
million. Today, it undoubtedly would be a 
still more expensive project. 


THE CONTINUING feeling that some- 


thing had to be done for the central busi- 
ness district found expression again in 
December, 1970, when Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh announced the formation of the 
CBD (Central Business District) Task 
Force Committee. 


Today that committee of local busi- 


nessmen is chaired by Charles 0. Ben- 
nett. 


Several other studies of the business 


district have been prepared by the cham- 
ber of commerce, local businessmen and 
property owners. 


The August, 1972, administration pro- 


posal includes some new ideas and re- 
vampings of earlier suggestions for a re- 
vitalized downtown. 


It is too early to predict what the fate 


of the various specific recommendations 
will be. But with a renewed sense of ur- 
gency the report states that "unless ac- 
tion is taken now to resolve these (down- 
town) problems, they win compound 
themselves in years to come and the 
CBD will continue to decline at an ever- 
accelerating rate."

Report Favors 
Public Ownership 
Of Bus Company 


A consultant's report that shows public 


ownership and operation would be the 
best of four alternate ways to bail out 
United Motor Coach Co. is expected to 
spur action soon by the City of Des 
Plaines. 


The report, submitted by Ernst and 


Ernst, shows public ownership of the fail- 
ing company could provide enough ad- 
vantages to operate the bus service in 
the black. 


Commissioned by the city's mass tran- 


sit district, the report estimated income 
and expenses of operating the firm this 
year under each of four alternatives. In 
addition, it said, federal and state grants 
are available to finance the purchase 
cost of the company. 


The city council is expected to set a 


committee of the whole meeting to dis- 
cuss the report in the next few weeks. 


THE FOUR ALTERNATIVES com- 


pared in the report include: continued 
private ownership with public subsidies; 
continues private ownership with public 
acquisition of new equipment; public 
ownership and operation; and public 
ownership with private contract manage- 
ment. 


Estimating the hypothetical income 


and expenses of running United Motor 
Coach this year under each alternative, 
the report found net losses of $77,635 un- 
der private ownership with subsidies, the 
present status of the company. 


Sale of the firm's equipment to the 


transit district under a lease back ar- 
rangement and public acquisition of new 
equipment would have resulted in. a net 
loss of $6,806, the report said. 


If the bus company were bought and 


operated by a public agency such as the 
transit district, the report said, the result 
would be a net income of just under 
$38,000. The difference conies from cer- 
tain tax advantages and reimbursement 
for student riders that would be available 
to a public bus service. 


^ The fourth alternative, public own- 
ership and private management under a 
contract arrangement, would mean a net 
income of some $33,000, the report said. 


SO FAR, THE City of Des Plaines has 


given the bus firm more than $20,000 in 
subsidies from motor fuel taxes, plus 
managerial and other help. United Motor 
Coach, which has been losing money 
steadily in recent years and asked to be 
taken over by the city, has also received 
small operating subsidies from Niles, 
Park Ridge and Morton Grove. 


Public ownership and operation, the 


Ernst and Ernst report said, has advan- 
tages that include "the complete author- 
ity of the district to control service 
needs, fare structures, routes (except 
those that require right-of-way approv- 
a 1), centralize decision-making pro- 
cesses, coordinate transit planning and 
other municipal services and coordinate 
services with other districts and munici- 
palities." 


"This option represents the alterna- 


tive, which, we understand, is receiving 
serious consideration by the Des Plaines 
Mass Transit District," said the report. 


"It includes the purchase of equipment 


and facilities from the United Motor 
Coach Co. by the district, which would 
assume full responsibility for the qper-

Mt. Prospect May Join 
Tollway Ramp Efforts 


Mount Prospect may join with Des 


Plaines in asking the Illinois Tollway 
Commission to build a northwest en- 
trance ramp and a southeast bound exit 
ramp on the Northwest Tollway at Elm- 
hurst Road. 


Currently there are no such accesses 


between O'Hare Airport and Rte. 53. 


According to Trustee George B. Ander- 


son, head of the village's building com- 
mittee, his group agreed Wednesday 
there is a need for the additional access 
ramps. "However, we want the issue dis- 
cussed by the board as there is a possi- 
bility that a new entrance on the tollway 
may increase traffic on already heavily- 
traveled village streets," Anderson said. 
He referred specifically to Rte. 83. 


Des Plaines City officials have long 


sought the added access to and from the 
Northwest Tollway. Last September the 
city council passed a resolution calling 
for the added entrance and exit. The 
request was forwarded to the Illinois 
Tollway Commission. 


COMPLICATING THE matter is a sur- 


vey being conducted by the City of Chi- 
cago on the need for another entrance to 
O'Hare. Any new tollway exit would be 
part of the O'Hare access plan, and as a 
result the matter is being held up pend- 
ing the outcome of'the Chicago study. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel, 


who met with tollway officials on the is- 
sue three months ago, said yesterday he 
plans to contact them again sometime af- 
ter Labor Day. Behrel said, tollway offi- 
cials realize there is "an apparent need 
for additional exits between O'Hare and 
Rte. 53." 


Mount Prospect trustees took up the 


matter at the request of Des Plaines offi- 
cials. 
According to Anderson, 
Des 


Plaines officials have suggested two oth- 
er locations for the additional access 
ramps: Lee Street and Mount Prospect 
Road. Anderson's committee thinks, how- 
ever, that Mount Prospect'would benefit 
only if the accesses were built at Elm- 
hurst Road. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board will 


discuss the matter Sept. 5.

Oct 5 before Judge Ed- 
ward J Egan at the Chicago Civic Cen- 
ter However, he added that since Mount 
Prospect's attorney will be out of town 
that day. the trial will probably be put 
over to early November.

municipalities at the time (they took 
place) " 


DiLeonardi said the property was "in 


the city for a year before they went to 
Mount Prospect " In saving this, he was 
implying the property owners knew what 
action had been taken by Des Plaines 
over the property. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tel- 


chert explained the matter this way: He 
said that Kenroy had petitioned Des 


Plaines for annexation contingent upon 
receiving multi-family zoning. 


Teichert said that when Kenroy offi- 


cials allegedly failed to get any action on 
the rezoning request, they withdrew the 
rezoning petition but forgot to withdraw 
the annexation permit. While Kenroy 
then petitioned Mount Pospect for annex- 
ation, Des Plaines officials acted on the 
still pending Kenroy request 
before 


them. 


"We claim the Des Plaines annexation 


was not a proper annexation because it 
was not voluntary, but accidental," Tei- 
chert said. 


DiLEONARDI said he knew of no sepa- 


rate rezoning request by Kenroy for the 
former mushroom farm He said he only 
remembered Kenroy discussing possible 
rezoning for the Huntington Commons 
development (on Rte. 83 just south of 
Rte. 58) which eventually went into 
Mount Prospect. 
' 


Several agreements with Des Plaines 


Mayor Herbert Behrel over the land 
have been attempted, Teichert said. "We 
tried to get an agreement by which we'd 
let Kenroy go to either community to get 
building permits. As it is we're holding 
the owner as a pawn," he said. 


This annexation battle, like several 


others, began during the term of Mount 


Prospect Mayor Dan Congreve. He and 
the village board were determined to 
stop Des Plaines from expanding west 
across Rte S3.

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P u b l i c hearings on recommended 


boundary changes for Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dist. 59 schools are tentatively 
scheduled for 8 pm Sept 12 at Lively 
Junior High School, 999 Leicester Rd , 
Elk Grove Village and 8 p m , Sept 14, 
at Dempster Junior High School, 420 
Dempster St., Mount Prospect. 


The hearings will be conducted by the 


special committee on attendance bound- 
aries. After the hearings, the committee 
will present its recommendations to the 
Dist 59 Board of Education 


The committee was formed to study 


student population trends for 1972-1977 
and to recommend boundary changes 
wherever necessary 


Schools which will be affected by the 


committee's 
recommendations are: 


Byrd, Salt Creek, Cook and Clearmont 
in Elk Grove Village; Forest View, Jay, 
and Frost In Mount Prospect, and flrent- 
wood and High Ridge Knolls in Des 
Plalnes. 


Holmes and Dempster junior high 


school boundaries are also being consid- 
ered for possible changes. 


The school board must consider and 


a p p r o v e any recommendations for 
changes to be official 


THE BOARD HAS changed boundaries 


for Frost, Jay, Forest View, Brentwood 
and High Ridge Knolls The changes had 
been an administrative action by District 
Supt. James Erviti, and were approved 
Aug. 21 by the board. 


Boundary changes are required be- 


cause the district is no longer ex- 
periencing a rapid student population 
growth Statistics gathered by the com- 
mittee indicate that if no new housing 
was constructed, the overall K-8 popu- 
lation would decrease by 7 per cent in 
1977 compared to the present student 
population. Most of the decrease would 
be a 9 per cent drop in the K-5 school 
children. 


To this decreasing base enrollment, the 


committee added the estimated increase 
in students from new construction, both 
on-going and planned, for the next five 
years, to give the total enrollment for 
1972-1977. 


The committee then determined which 


schools would be overcrowded as a result 
of the new construction and made recom- 
mended changes to shift students to 
schools which would have the needed ca- 
pacity. 


The committee adopted five basic prin- 


ciples for making recommendations. 
These were: 


—WHEREVER POSSIBLE, boundary 


changes would be made to affect only 
developing or to be developed areas. If 
students who are now in the district are 
affected by changes, an effort will be 


made to minimize the number of such 
students 


—Reasonable overcrowding is prefer- 


able to boundary changes. "Reasonable 
overcrowding" would be determined on a 
school-by-school basis 


—Consideration would also be given 


past 1977 to minimize future boundary 
changes 


—Temporary use of portable class- 


rooms should be considered to minimize 
shifting and provide flexibility. 


—If affected by changes, 
entering 


eighth grade students will be allowed to 
attend their present school until gradu- 
ation.

Wheeling, Illinois 
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Little Progress Made On Suburb Bicycle Route Linkup 


Sparse attendance by park district rep- 


resentatives held up progress on area bi- 
cycle trail hookups yesterday. Five of 
the ten park districts in the informal coa- 
lition showed up to exchange maps of 
their proposed routes. 


A move to coordinate local bike trails 


began this spring. While each park dis- 
trict is responsible for planning its own 


route, the meetings are attempting to get 
the community trails to meet at munici- 
pal boundaries. 


Railroad tracks and multi-lane high- 


ways are barriers between communities, 
such as Buffalo Grove and Wheeling. 
Other districts in the original group are 
Palatine, Arlington Heights, Salt Creek, 
Elk Grove, Des Plaines, Mount. Prospect, 


Golden Agers 


Rolling Meadows and Prospect Heights. 


Many park district trails are still on 


the drawing boards. Others, like Elk 
Grove Village, are in use.. The Palatine 
Park District' has all plans set pending 
passage of an October referendum to 
fund the trail. 


The goal of the group is one continuous 


bicycle trail throughout the Northwest 
suburbs. Some of the more grandiose 
plans eall for blacktopped routes through 
Commonwealth Edison or forest preserve 
rights-of-way. Other districts are relying 
upon existing streets ^md parks for their 


trails. 


Edison rights-of-way may be the an- 


swer to routes in Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and other communities whose 
plans are not yet firm. A recent lease 
arrangement between the.utility com- 
pany and Palatine could set a precedent 
for other park districts, Ally. Roger 
Bjorvik told representatives at the last 
meeting. 


Much of the land for Palatine's pro- 


posed trail is a 185-foot swath through 
the right-of-way. The actual trail is the 
middle 85 feet, with 50 feet on either side 


licensed to residen's along the path. Up- 
keep, formerly the responsibility of Edi- 
son, goes to the park district and the 
residents. 


Bjorvik has been active in organizing 


the districts and is considering other pos- 
sible lease arrangements with the utility 
company for bicycle trails. 


With half the districts at yesterday's 


meeting, the representatives could only 
rehash their current plans. Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Arlington Heights and 
Salt Creek trails are still in their in- 
fancy, but park district workers are

The Metropolitan Sanitary District yes- 


terday approved a million-dollar contract 
for the construction of an interceptor 
sewer leading to the Upper Salt Creek 
Reclamation Plant. 


During the same meeting the MSD 


trustees also accepted more than $3 mil- 
lion in federal and state grants which 
will be applied to the construction costs 
of five interceptor sewers in connection 
with the reclamation plant. ,, 


The contract was awarded to the Jay- 


Dee Construction Co., on a low bid of 
$1,015,554, for the construction of Inter- 
ceptor Sewer No, 4. 


The 4,428-foot-long sewer will run par- 


allel to HI. Rte. 53 from a point south of 
Longacres Lane north to a point 1,600 
feet south of Kirchoff Road in Rolling 
Meadows. 


The sewer will be part of a system to 


divert flow from the overloaded North 
Side Sewage Treatment Works to the 
new Salt Creek Reclamation Plant. 


The federal and state grants provided 


$3,364,380 for the construction of inter- 
ceptor sewer Nos. 1, 2, 4, 10 and 11. A 
federal grant, earmarked for interceptor 
sewer No. 4, was in the amount of 
$811,800. 


THE BOARD also accepted a $734,080 


grant from the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency to be applied to Upper 
Salt Creek Interceptor Sewer No. 11.

Wheel Tax Decision Expected Soon 


A decision Is expected Monday on the 


suit challenging the constitutionality of 
Cook County's tax on vehicles in unin- 
corporated areas. 


The class-action suit was filed four 


months ago in behalf of unincorporated 
;irca residents throughout Cook County. 


The suit contends the annual tax on 


vehicles is unconstitutional because reve- 
nues benefit all Cook County citizens 
even though the tax is collected only 
from those living in unincorporated parts 
of the county. 


Plaintiffs in the suit are the Prospect 


H e i g h t s 
Improvement 
Association 


(PHIA). a large homeowners group; and 


the Cook County School Bus Co. of unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. 


The county board enacted the yearly 


tax rate last December. Taxes on new 
car sales and on mobile homes in the 
county were approved at the same time. 


S H O R T L Y THEREAFTER home- 


owners groups in various parts of Cook 
County organized a drive to have the tax 
thrown out. Several protest rallies, in- 
cluding one at Hersey High School in Ar- 
lington Heights, were held to raise funds 
for the legal fight and to collect signa- 
tures on petitions opposing the tax. 


After the filing of the suit the revenues 


from the controversial wheel tax were 


placed in a special account pending the 
outcome of the legal battle. 


In July Cook County Board President 


George Dunne announced that revenue 
from the tax would be earmarked for the 
Cook County Sheriff's Police, which is 
concerned primarily with law enforce- 
ment in unincorporated areas. 


Arguments on the suit were heard by 


Judge Edward Sarnow July 21 in circuit 
court. He announced then that a ruling 
would be ready. 


An attorney for the plaintiffs has said 


that he expects the losing side in the suit 
to appeal the matter to the Illinois Su- 
preme Court.

"IT SHOULD BE noted, however, that

private companies has taken place," said 
the report. 


"We suggest that if this alternative is 


considered, preliminary meetings should 
be held as soon as possible with the 
Amalgamated Transit Union to discuss 
contract conditions as the union has the 
right to negotiate at the date of change 
of ownership," the report said. 


The report also suggests four alternate 


capital Improvement programs that in- 
clude the costs of the company's, im- 
provement of existing facilities and pur- 
chase of 20,30,40 or 60 new buses. 


While private ownership of a transit 


system does not eliminate the possibility 


of obtaining federal and state grants, 
public ownership "would appear to be 
preferable," the report said. 


"If a private transit company is to be 


acquired, the federal and state capital 
grant programs could be used to finance 
the purchase price and facility improve- 
ments that would be required," it said. 


"If a decision is made not to acquire 


the private carrier, the district or city 
could apply for a capital grant for the 
acquisition of new buses and other equip- 
ment," the report said. "These assets 
could then either be leased to a private 
carrier or operated directly by the public 
entity." 


"ONCE A DECISION has been deter-

risky and, secondly, unnecessary. 


The most common and frequent way to 


arrange a race is for two, three or four 
drivers to get together before the race 
and set it up. I was in on many of those. 


A harness race is rarely completely 


fixed, in which all eight or nine drivers 
are involved. There are many drivers 
who have no price (or if they do have a 
price, it has never been met to the best 
of my knowledge). But their cooperation 
isn't necessary. Usually just a couple 
drivers working together can eliminate 
an honest driver, 


Harness racing is the fastest-growing 


spectator sport in the United States, ac- 
cording to the 1971 Gambler's Digest. 
Thirty million paying fans attended har- 
ness -races last year. The figure will 
probably be higher this year. Very few of 
those 30 million really know what is go- 
ing on right before their very eyes. But 
they suspect. For good reason. 


When it becomes obvious that some- 


thing has been happening, they make a 
noise. They did just that at Yonkers 
Raceway in New York, when a ridicu- 
lously low-paying exacta (picking the" 
first two horses in one race) caused a 
minor riot by bettors. It happened again 
at Pocono Downs. Another absurdly low 
exacta, another riot by bettors. And at 
Louisville Downs, two drivers were sus- 
pended for one year for "trying to get 
together on a perfecta," according to 
William Hilliard, chairman of the Ken- 
tucky State Trotting Commission. 


I owned High Step for six months. 


Though the horse was in my name only, 
I had a silent partner, Sal Torre. At the 
time, Sal could not obtain a license to 
buy a horse. He was not permitted on the 
grounds of any track in the state. He had 
been ejected a few weeks before when he 
was caught talking through a paddock 
window at a local traclT He was a gener- 
al patron then and general patrons are 
not allowed to talk to paddock people. 


I was happy to be a partner of Sal's. I 


knew he was always going down to the 
paddock before races for tips. What I 
came to learn was that he also received 
signals while sitting up in the stands. 


I remember one night in particular. 


Sal's father, Nick; was driving in the 
race. Nick is a prominent driver. This 
night, Sal's father was driving Timmy's 
Boy. I was looking over the program and 
I said to Sal, "Timmy's Boy looks good 
tonight." 
' 


"Yeah," said Sal. 
"How heavy can I bet him?" 
"Wait a minute, I'll let you know." 
As I found out later, Sal was waiting 


for the post-parade, when the horses 
come onto the track. Sal watched for a 
signal from his father. Then he said to 
me, "Bet your house." Timmy's Boy 
went off at 16-1 and I won $2,310. 


I don't remember th especific signals 


for that race. But there were as many 
signals as there were races. Sal taught 
me them. He grew up in harness racing. 
Besides his father, his uncle is a promi- 
nent trainer-driver. So are his in-laws. 
And he spent his earliest days, people 
say, in a sulky instead of a buggy. 


Sal would watch his father or another 


friendly driver; a whip under the right 
arm might mean to bet on the horse of 
that .particular driver; a whip on the 
shoulder might mean to lay off that driv- 
er. Spitting to the left might mean one 
thing, spitting to the fight something else 
— like a third base coach. Almost any- 
thing was used short of turning a cap 
backwards. 


If there was a "lay-off" or "don't bet 


on me" signal, Sal would often note the 
horse in front of the friendly driver. The 
friendly driver would make it his busi- 
ness to be behind the horse he knew was 
supposed to win. On at least 20 different 
occasions I bet the horse Sal's dad fol- 
lowed on the track for the post parade. I 
won every time.

Hulme 50 points to 48 — and a win 
means 20 points. 


Mark Donohue quickly demonstrated 


that the Porsche entry would be a prime

paign in I960 Lawford was a key figure 


in organizing rallies and fund raising 
events at which Hollywood stars per- 
formed on behalf of the man who was to 
become President. 


Then again in 1968 Lawford was a busy 


worker for Bobby Kennedy. 


During this year's early primary cam- 


paigning Lawford retired from the field. 


"I was turned off politics after seeing 


JFK and Bobby shot down," said the di- 
vorced husband of Patricia Kennedy. 
"The loss of my brothers-in-law was just 
too much." 


"THIS YEAR I decided to do nothing 


for the McGovern campaign. Then Sarge 
got on the ticket and called me, asking if 
I'd pitch in and help. I explained that 
Warren Beatty had been doing a great 
job getting Hollywood people to support 
(he ticket and I didn't want to appear to 
be jumping on the bandwagon — if that's 
what you could call it."

The clan was calling.

If the 1972 presidential election is de- 


cided on the basis of which party makes 
more effective use of television — not an 
altogether 
implausible hypothesis — 


there's little doubt who'll win. 


At their national convention which end- 


ed in Miami Beach Wednesday night, the 
Republicans proved vastly more com- 
petent as TV producers than were the 
Democrats who met in the same hall five 
weeks earlier. 


The stone-broke Democrats, who can't 


afford to buy much TV time, threw away 
the opportunity to present their little- 
known presidential nominee to the nation 
over all three networks for free. 


Instead, they wrangled away precious 


McGovern to make his big speech at 2 
a.m. CDT. That's about as stupid a piece 
of programming as you can imagine. 


BY CONTRAST, the Republicans got 


their interparty hassle over rules reform 
and the necessary tricky-track of con- 
vention business out of the way in after- 
noon sessions on soap opera time. 


They carefully reserved their evening 


s e s s i o n s for hard-hitting political 
speeches, culminating in President Nix- 
on's acceptance speech Wednesday night, 
which went on the air at 9:25 p.m. CDT, 
about as prime as time can get. 


Moreover, the Republicans got a big 


boost — and I can't down the suspicion 
they were counting on it — from the 
crowd of protesters milled around Collins 
Avenue and Convention Hall on the final 
night. The protesters may have thought 
they were embarrassing the Republi- 
cans, but what they actually accom- 
plished was to give the GOP convention 
the one element of showmanship it had 
conspicuously lacked — a little drama. 


I don't seriously suspect the protesters 


were hired and brought to Miami Beach 
by 
the Republican National Com- 


mittee. But they could hardly have 
served the GOP cause more effectively if 
they had been. 


IT SEEMED to me that NBC and CBS 


were very mindful — perhaps too mind- 
ful — of the criticism they got as to the 
1968 Democratic convention in Chicago. 
Then, they were accussed of focusing on 


riots outside the hall instead of con- 
vention activities in the hall. 


Wednesday night, both networks bent 


over backwards to avoid anything re- 
motely smacking of sensationalism in 
their coverage of the protest disorders. 
And as soon as the convention session 
got under way, they hastily moved in- 
doors and kept their cameras focused al- 
most exclusively on the rostrum. 


ABC, by sticking to its policy of wait- 


ing until 8:30 p.m. CDT to begin cov- 
erage, missed the boat on that only ex- 
citing live action of the GOP convention. 
By the time Howard and Harry got on 
the air, all they had to show were film 
clips of what the other two networks had 
shown live two hours before. It seemed 
to this old reporter like poetic justice.

A new national building code will be 


emerging over the next two years under 
a combined effort of the three major 
building code groups in the 
United 


States. Up until now, each of the three 
organizations has issued its own building 
code. 


Mount 
Prospect 
Building Director 


Buell Dutton, a trustee of the newly- 
formed Council of American Building Of- 
ficials, said the action earlier this month 
in forming the new group was taken un- 
der the threat of having a federal build- 
ing code written. 


"Such a federal code would be dis- 


astrous." Dutton said this week. He said 
at least one federal agency is already 
contemplating such a federal code. 


"We were also under pressure to do 


this for a long time by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
and the National Homeowners Associ- 
ation," he said. 


The "we" Dutton referred to are the

THE THREE groups already have 


combined efforts to write a standard one- 
and two-family dwelling code about six 
months ago. This code and others pre- 
pared by the three groups are model 
regulatory codes which are voluntarily 
adopted by local governments throughout 
the country. 


Dutton said the move toward standard- 


ization of the codes (which are in the 
fields of plumbing, fire prevention, me- 
chanical and building areas) will aid con- 
tractors who "don't know what to design 
to" because each community is different 
in the codes it has adopted. 


The trouble with a federal code rather 


than a voluntary one, according to Dut- 
ton, 
would be that under a federal code 


amendments would be almost impos- 
sible. Thus the code would not take into 
a c c o u n t any improvement in con- 


struction methods. 


"It is an attempt to retain autonomy 


too," Dutton said. 


Committees have been set up to work 


on the combined plumbing, mechanical 
and fire prevention codes, Dutton said. 
These are expected to be completed with- 
in a year. He said the combined building 
code will take slightly longer. 


The conference was held in Chicago

A 'Goodyear' But Bad Night For Blimp

At first it looked like a wet, soggy gray 


t sausage — but the big, black letters 


spelling out GOODYEAR gave the secret 
away.

bystanders. The most common queries? 
"How many lights are on the sides; how 
long Is it: — and how can I get a ride in 
it?'" 


Without hesitation, the answers come 


— 7,560 lights, 192 feet, and — the blimp 
was not at Pal-Waukee to give rides, so 
the answer Wednesday to the last ques- 
tion was — "You can't." But at most 
regular stops, half-hour rides are the 
delight of blimp fans. 


The crew knows a few more details. 


The America holds 2,002 cubic feet of he- 
lium, cruises about 15,000 miles a year, 
flies at a maximum of 8,500 feet, and is 
powered by two, 210-horsepower aircraft 
engines with pusher props. 


More interestingly, the craft can travel 


as fast backwards as forwards, and is 
covered with a thin skin of neoprene-dac- 
ron, about as thick as canvas. The blimp 
can travel as fast as 50 miles per hour, 
but usually cruises at a comfortable 35 
m.p.h. 


As the America cruises the countryside 


during the summer months, she is follow- 
ed on the ground by a bus. a semi-trailer 
packed with equipment, a station wagon 
and several crew members' family cars. 


THE LARGE panels of colored lights 


on the bulging sides of the blimp are op- 
erated by a sophisticated computer that 
can create animated cartoons and print- 
ed messages. A typewriter console in the 
semi-trailer can also transmit to the 
lights and create messages in the sky as 
fast as the operator can type them. 


The America, one of four airships oper- 


ated by Goodyear Rubber Co., has al- 
ready put 9,000 miles under her plump 
belly. Two of her sister ships, the May- 
flower and Columbia, tour other parts of 
the United States, and the newest of the 
elite fleet, the Europa, is being prepared 
in Europe to cover the Olympic events. 
That airship willl be based in Rome. 


Millions of television viewers are used 


to seeing the blimps at professional foot- 
ball games, but Captain Lee Cermak, a 
10-year veteran pilot of the bulky bal- 
loon, says the view isn't so good. "It's 
like watching ants, without the benefit of 
an announcer," he said. 


That may make football fans in the up- 


per decks of the stadiums feel better — 
but a person can't help but yearn to be in 
the small cabin with the pilots as the 
great gray airship lifts almost ef- 
fortlessly off the ground. It's a great 
life.

For 36 years they tried to promote Ida 


Staggers and for 36 years she refused to 
come down out of the clouds. Ida Stag- 
gers has now retired as a TWA steward- 
ess at the age of 60, with 10 million miles 
and over three years' actual flight time 
behind her. 


The delightfully witty Miss Staggers 


has been feted from one end of the coun- 
try to the other since her final flight May 
24, including the northwest suburbs last 
week, but she can't understand what the 
fuss is all about. 


"I didn't do anything special," she in- 


sists. "I just pursued something I liked." 
But she confessed that she even received 
a congratulatory note from the White 
House. 


A registered nurse, Miss Staggers 


made her first flight on a DC-2 in 1936. 
After World War II, beginning in 1947, 
she flew internationally — the only TWA 
ports she hasn't landed in are Hong King 
and Bangkok. During the last S'/z years, 
she has been serving military flights to 
Southeast Asia. 


ASKED IF THAT wasn't a depressing 


task, Miss Staggers replied that while 
unloading 165 soldiers in a combat zone 
was not pleasant, she had little time to 
be sad because the plane then turned 
around and took 165 boys back home. 


"I loved them all," she said of the 


boys, but added that she disciplined her- 
self not to become involved personally 
because "that would tear my heart out." 
The best part of all, she said, was "tak- 
ing home the same ones you had flown 
over two years earlier." 


As all airline stewardesses do, Miss 


Staggers encountered many celebrities, 
but — in a world obsessed with fame — 
she displays a refreshing matter-of-fact- 
ness.
